Thrasher, Alabama Outlaw, Contem- 
plates Robbery After Pay Day. 

Birmingham, Ala., August 21.—bBart

Bryan: Worked on His Speech for a 
Short While Yesterday. 


‘TIVOLI I$ PREPARING TO GREET HIM

Speech To Be Made There Will Be a 
Significant One—Returns to 
the West Soon. 


Upper Red Hook, N. Y., August 21.—Wil- 
lam J. Bryan this morning read the pub- 
lished stories of democratic harmony with 
the Chicago nominees and smiled. He was 
shown a morning paper which reported 
Croker's indorsement of the Chicago ticket. 
lie said he was gratified to find so many 
eastern democrats falling into line and ad- 
ded that before the campaign closed he 
expected the co-operation of all the dem- 
ocrats except those whose pecuniary inter- 
ests may be better advanced by the gold 
standard. 

It is said that Dr. Jenkins, of New York, 
gave Bryan an intimation that Mr. Croker 
would be with him. 

The Bryan and Sewall campaign will be 
opened in earnest tomorrow at Tivoli, in 
th's county, by Mr. Bryan. With the ex- 
ception of his Madison, Square address, the 
speech he will deliver, it is said, will be 
the most important of his utterances since 
nomination, For the first time since 
then he will deal directly with the issues 
of the campaign, and probably have some- 
thing of a spicy nature to say. The meet- 
ing has been largely advertised and a big 
crowd is expected. 

Mr. Bryan's visit to Major James W., 
Hinkley, chairman of the New York state 
democratic committee, will be made on 
Monday. <As to the importance of the 
meeting, Mr. Bryan is uncommunicative, 
but politicians are attaching much import- 
ance to it. 

There is no doubt that Mr. 
Mr. Hinkley will talk over the 
of affairs in the Empire State. That Mr. 
Bryan is confident that he will have the 
backing of the democratic leaders is shown 
by his authorized statement this morning, 
with reference to Mr. Cloker’s indorsement 
of his candidacy, in which he said that he 
presumed nearly all the leaders would fall 
into line before the end of the campaign 

It is likely that Mr. Bryan will spend 
Monday night at Winnisook lodge, in the 
Catskills, where Major Hinkley is summer- 
ing, and the two will have every oppor- 
tunity to discuss the situation in detail. 
Major Hinkley, while one-.of the gold lead- 
ers at the Chicago convention, has been 
non-committal since Mr. Bryan's nomina- 
tion, and his invitation to the candidate 
is loked on as positive proof that he willl 
support the ticket.

The coming of Mr. Eckels.and Secretary 
Morton is thought to be a propitious sign 
(hat the president ‘s allied silently with the 
national gold standard democracy.

THIRD TICKET WILL BE PUT OUT 


Gold Standard Men Will Try To Defeat 
Democracy. 

Indianapolis, Ind., August 21, —It is but four 
weeks since the first movement toward the 
formation of the national gold standard 
party organization was started from this 
city, and it is claimed at headquarters 
that there is a fair organization in thirty- 
nine states. and that all the states consid- 
ered pivotal in the campaign are fully or- 
genized. 

Before leaving for Peoria today Mr. Bryan 
reiterated his statement that the conven- 
tion would unquestionably nominate a tick- 
et and would not flirt with any of the old 
party organizations. 

There is not likely to be much of a con- 
test over nominations. Inasmuch as the 
eastern states are expected to go for sound 
money and silver is very strong in the ex- 
treme western states, the candidates will 
probably be selected from the states of the 
middle west and south. The men most 
talked of for the head af the ticket are Gen- 
eral Bragg, W. D. Bynum and Senator 
Palmer, of Illinois. At the time of the 
national convention meeting Senator Palmer 
declared absolutely that he could not ac- 
cept the nomination, but he is said to have 
since modified his position to some extent. 

For vice president there fs practically but 
one name talked of—that of General Simon 
B. Buckner, of Kentucky. 

Buckner is the idol of the Kentucky dem- 
and is an ideal Kentuckian. It 
is believed that his name on the ticket 
would carry the state for the national 
democratic ticket and would exert a power- 
ful influence in other serthern states. 

Leaders of the natibnad democratic’ mover- 
ment now believe that the Indianapolis 
ticket will have more influence in the south 
than in any other section of the country.

PLATT AND ANTI PLATT AGAIN. 


New York Republicans Fighting Out 
an Old Time Feud.

He knew he was in a coun- 
try supposed to be favorable to gold, but 
he came prepared to: talk to sinners. 

“It does not matter if you are a repub- 
lican, if you are only a fair man and will- 
ing to hear the truth,” he said. “I am not 
& populist and there are noe in South 
Carolina. I am a democrat and after the 
measure of Jefferson and Jackson. I pro- 
claimed two years ago that if Cleveland fs 
a democrat, T am not.” 

He spoke of party organizations and re- 
ferred to the fact that so many people are 
democrats and republicans because the'r 
fathers belonged to that party and they do 
not even know the principles.

Senatorial Candidates Up To Date in 
Offensive Epithets, 


LIAR, RASCAL AND THIEF USED 
Lauguage Productive of Fight bina 
with a Smile. 


MOST REMARKABLE CAMPAIGN KNOWN 


Governor, Judges and Statehouse Of- 
ficers Indulge in Coarse Talk and 
Even Fight Before Voters. 


Columbus. S. CC. August 21.—(Special)— 


Tuesday next the democrats of South Caro- 
lina will vote for every officer from coroner 
to United States senator. 

By the constitution of the party the suc- 
cessor of Senator J. L. M. Irby will be 
chosen; not by popular vote, but by a ma- 
jority of those participating in the dGemo- 
cratic party. By tho rules, the man re- 
eceving the majority of votes on August 
Sth must be unanmously supported by 
democratic members of the general assem- 
bly, who will be elected at the same time. 

A peculiar feature of this primary wus 
that entries to all offices closed on June 
2°°oq. On that day all eatries had to be 
made, each candidate pledging himself tn 
writing to stand by the nominees of the pri- 
mary. So, for two months before the pri- 
mary it has been impossible for any new 
candidates to enter the race. This rule has 
resulted very satisfactorily to the ‘“‘its,’’ 
for in a state where the number of oflice- 
seekers is notorious, there are no opponents 
of five of the present state officers. In the 
counties where this rule has not applied 
there are an average of a half dozen can- 
didates for every office. 

The reformers, or Tillmanites, are making 
the race among themselves, the conserva- 
tives offering no candidates in opposition. 
This will probably. result in a partail ob- 
literation of factional lines, particularly as 


the two candidates for governor who stand 


the best chances of success are moderate 
men who have the respect of all classes. 
W. H. Ellerbe will be, almost without 
doubt, nominated on Tuesday, but whatever 
the result, the era of factional bitterness, 
engendered by the occupants of the guber- 
natorial chair for the past six years, has 
come to a close. 

Interest in the campaign centered in the 
senatorial race. Governor Evans Was rec- 
‘ognized as the leading candidate. Up to the 
last day, June 22d, there were no other en- 
tries. The governor made his speech at 
Manning, his friends were congratulating 
him on the walk-over that he would have, 
and the chairman was about to declare the 
meeting adjourned when John T. Duncan, 
a former member of the legislature, but at 
present clerk in the secretary of State’s 
office, stepped on the stand, presented pa- 
pers to the chairman showing that he had 
qualified, and entered the race against 
For two months that young man 
has met Evans on the stump almost daily, 
and it is probable that no candidate for so 
high an officé has been so Severely criti- 
cised as has Evans. The governor at first 
resorted to ridicule and Duncan, unused to 
public debate and a poor speaker, was al- 
most powerless in his hands. His methods 
changed, however, and his style became 
aggressive until it was evident that he was 
gaining infiuence over his audiences. 

On the evening of the day Duncan enter- 
ed the race Circuit Judge Joseph Hh. Karle, 
a man of fine ability, who was attorney 
genera! from i886. to 1890, filed his pledge, 
but did not take the stump until three 
weeks later. He was unused to the modern 
style of debate, and when Governor vans 
spoke of him as a “‘fice with its tail cut,” 
he jumped upon the stand and slapped the 
governor’s face, almost precipitating a 
bloody riat. 

Among the things Duncan has daily 
charged against Evans is that Evans, after 
an agreement for a division of the com- 
missioners, recommended Colden’  Rhind, 
of Augusta, Ga., to Governor Tillman for 
appointment as financial agent of the State, 
the agent to have the job of floating $5,200,- 
000 of state bonds at 4% per cent, his com- 
missfon to be $118,000. Evans was then state 
senator and leader of the administration. 
He admits having recommended Rhind’s 
appointment and having served him as at- 
torney, but denies that his compensation 
has been fixed or that there was any Gceal, 

Duncan, again, charges that after the 
agent of a Cincinnati distilling company 
offered Liquor Commissioner Mixson $56,000 
if he would buy 100 cars of liquor from his 
house, and Mixson ha run the agent out 
of his office, Evans ordered Mixson (0 or- 
der the liquor from that agent. Evans and, 
the agent had had a communication with 
each other and he leaves the public to 
draw its conclusions. His latest charge 
is that Governor Evans has been buying 
mileage books, paying for them out of the 
public money and using them on private 
jaunts and personal business trips. 

For twenty-odd meetings Governor Evans 
Was accompanied by a heavily armed de- 
tective, while at every meeting several 
state liquor constables were close about 
the stand. This detective was employed at 
the state's expense. 

Another charge of Duncan's, and one 
which has not been denied, is that Evans, 
having made insinuations against the hon- 
esty of Commissiorer Mixson, thac officer 
went to him for an explanation. Evans 
disclaimed having made the charges, and 
added: 

“You know, Mixson, Ben Tillman filled 
his pockets out of the dispensary.”’ 

Epithets have been even more prolific 
than charges in this extraordinury cam- 
paign. 

At the last meeting Judge Earle pro- 
nounced a statement of his fight at Flior- 
ence with Governor Evans, which state- 
ment was given a paper by the governor, 
@ lie. 

Duncan has alluded to Evans frequently 
as a liar, rascal slanderer, dirty puppy, 
falsifier and as taking part in dishonorable 
transactions. He has also called him a 
coward, bully and braggart.

The Boltecrat Convention.

Delegates Return Thanks to Saratoga 
and Consider Invitations from 
Other Points for Next Year. 


Saratoga, N. Y., August 21.—When the 
American Bar Association convened at 
10:30 o’clock this mérning for its concluding 
day's session, the first business taken up 
was the election of officers for the ensuing 
year, 

The officers elected were as follows: 

President, James M, Woolworth, Omaha, 
Neb, 

Secretary, John Hinkley, Baltimore, Md. 

Treasurer, Francig Rowle, of Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

Executive committee, Alfred Heminway, 
Boston; Charles Claflin Allen, St. Louis; 
Willlam W. Howe, New Orleans. 

Vice presidents for every state in the 
union and members composing the local 
counsel in each state were also elected. 

Th report of the executive committee 
relative to the establishment of a section on 
insurance, as proposed by Judge William 
Wirt Howe, of New Orleans, Which was 
passed over yesterday, was taken up. The 
father of the miovement, Judge Howe, 
spoke in favor of the association creating 
the section. He was supported by Judge 
Finch, of Indiana; Robert Sewail, of New 
York, and Henry Hitchcock, of M-ssourt. 
The motion was vigorously opposed by 
Judge Hoit, of Illinois; Mr. Smith, of Geor- 
gia; J. B. Thayer, of Massathusetts, and 
C. E. Foster, of Washington. 

It was lost by a vote of 85 to 23. 

The following was moved by A. R. Law- 
ton, of Georgia, and adopted: 

“Resolved, That’the committee on juris- 
prudence and law reform be requested to 
report to the assembly the best method 
of preventing the enactment of hasty and 
slipshod legislation in general and special 
laws, and in this connection this assembly 
is requested to consider the report of the 
same committee submitted in 1886, but never 
considered by the assembly, and also the 
recent report of a commission to revise the 
laws, appointed under the act of the gen- 
eral assembly of New York.” 

General E. F. Bullard, of New York, 
moved the following: 

“Resolved, That it be referred to the com- 
mittee on jurisprudence and law reform the 
question whether the law in regard to fel- 
low servants should not be so amended as 
to further protect laboring men from the 
result of negligence caused by persons un- 
known to them and over whom they have 
no control,”’ 

Carried by a vote of 81 to 27. 

A resolution was adopted on motion of M. 
D. Follett, of Ohio, to the effect that the 
committee on federal code of criminal pro- 
cedure be requested to.examine into and 
report upon the justice and expediency of 
aiding indigent persons accused of crime in 
securing competcnt attorneys and the at- 
tendance of {mportant witnesses on the trial 
of such accused persons. 

Mr. Emlin McClain, of lowa City, moved 
“that the American Bar Association ap- 
prove the lengthening. of a course of in- 
struction in law schools to a period of 
three years, and that it express the hope 
that as soon as practicable a rule be adopt- 
ed in each state which will require candt- 
dates for admission. to the bar to study 
law for three years before applying for ex- 
amination.’’ 

Acopted without debate. 

The special committee on patent law was 
continued. 

invitations were received from Suratoga 
Springs, Indianapolis and Denver for the 
association to meet jn. 1897, and they were 
referred to the executive committee. 

A number of votes of thanks were made 
and then the assoctation, having com-

Austin G. Fox, of New York, read a paper 
on “Two Years’ Experience of New York 
State Board of Law Examiners,” and J. W. 
Powell, of Washington, presented a paper 
on “Study of Primitive Institutions.” 

Ohservations from Lord Russaa]. 

At the conclusion of the reading of pa- 
pers before the legal education section of 
the bar association and during the discus- 
sion which followed, Lord Russell, who oc- 
cupied a seat on the platform, arose and 
said, with reference to the paper of Mr. 
Fox, of New York: 

“I, perhaps, am better able to offer some 
observation upon the paper of my friend, 
Mr. Fox. 1 think it cannot be doubted 
that as justice and its administration are 
amongst the prime needs and business of 
life, so it is important tnat those who are 
charged with the administration of the law, 
which is devoted» to doing justice, should 
come to the important duties that they 
have to discharge adequately equipped for 
the purpose. I agree in one sentiment in 
that otherwise barbarous letter, (quoted in 
Mr. Fox's paper) when he points out the 
enormous influence which the professors of 
the law exercise in modern life, influence 
over the property and over the character 
of their clients, with. which they are often 
cherged-—that the professors of the law do 
Obtain in the affairs of state and in thé 
executive government of the country a 
large and commanding influence. They do 
not do so by virtue of their own choice 
merely; they are chosen and asked to as- 
sume these positions of influence because 
in the opinion of their fellow men they are 
best qualified to discharge the duties of 
these positions with advantage to society 
and the state. As you are aware, there 
exists in Great Britain a distinction which 
does not exist here. Each member of the 
bar is, I think, properly to be described in 
this country as counselor and attorney. 
In Great Britain there is the most marked 
line of distinction drawn. The attorney is 
not mentioned as member of the bar and 
a member of the bar is not an attorney, 
and the great feature of distinction is this, 
that the attorney is the person who sees 
the client, who in the first instance ad- 
vises the client, who prepares a statement 
of facts and arranges for the evidence 
necessary to support the facts which 
are to establish a particular 
right, or which affords an answer 
to the adverse assertion of some right. I 
would like before I sit down to be allowed 
to express the admiration I feel, not only 
for the constitution of this congress of 
United States lawyers, but for the scheme 
of its operation and the wise purpose to 
which it devotes its efforts. Its work is 
not new to me. I] have had the pleasure of 
seeing now for some years the record of 
its proceedings and it is to me, as it was 
on hearing the admirable presidential ad- 
dress which was delivered on Wednesday, 
in the ‘highest degree refreshing to find 
that the profession of the law in this coun- 
try is so earnestly alive to the responsi- 
bilities of its posfTion, is so keen to observe, 
to weigh, to judge, to discriminate, to test 
the current of judgement and of legislation 
and that above all it keeps before itself 
steadfastly and unceasingly a high ideal, 
not merely of what ought to be the mental 
equipment anti acquirements in learning, 
but the high moral character of the =rofes- 
Bign to Which thty berong.”

At the guests’ table were seated Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, who presided; at his right 
sat Lord Russell ana at his left United 
States Supreme Court Justice Rufus Peck- 
ham, and president of the bar 
association, James M. Woolworth, 
of Omaha, Neb.; Moorfield Storey, 
of Boston; J. C. Carter, of New York; 
Judge Alfred D. Coxe, of Syracuse; Judge

HOW TELEPHONES ORIGINATED. 


The Story of This Remarkable Inven- 
tion Told by Its Author. 
From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

The story of how the telephone came to 
be invented was told by Dr. Alexander Gra- 
ham Mell during his attendance on the 
recent summer meeting of the American as- 
sociation to promote the teaching of speech 
to the deaf, held at Mount Airy. Dr. Bell's 
father was an elocutionist in England and 
well Known as a corrector of defects in 
utterance, as his grandfather had also been. 
His father had devised a method of repre- 
senting the action o€ the vocal organs by 
symbols, similar to those used in chemistry. 
In like manner letters representing the va- 
rious organs of speech, witH fiugures at- 
tached indicating the positions of those or- 
fans, would represent certain sounds or 
spoken words. A person placing his tongue 
teeth, lips and palate in the position indi- 
cated by a certain formula would produce 
a definite sound. The use of such a system 
for the instruction of deaf mutes was not 
overlooked by Dr. Bell's father, and experi- 
ments were made in a little school in Lon- 
don. Dr. Bell became interested in the sub- 
ject and developed a method of teaching the 
deaf to speak. His father had lectured in 
this country, and in this way the system 
had come to the knowledge of the deaf and 
dumb institutions itn Boston and of the 
prominent educators in that city, and in 
1871 the board of education invited Dr. Bell 
to see what he could do in the Boston 
Schoo! for the Deaf. He accepted the invi- 
tation and put the system in practice there 
with very great success, and it was intro- 
duced in one institution after anotner 
throughout the country. 

Dr. Bell did not at that time believe it 
was possible for deaf mutes to understand 
speech by looking at the mouth of the 
speaker, the mechanism of speech was, he 
thought, too complicated for that. He, 
therefore, set to work to invent an appara- 
tus which would represent speech to the 
eve as it was spoken, by throwing a picture 
of the vibrations on the screen. He com- 
menced his experiments with Koenig's man- 
ometric flame apparatus, which, by means 
of a vibrating d'taphram, stretched on a 
piece of wood divided into two parts, anda 
series of mirrors, produced a band of light 
with wave effects, according to the sound 
uttered. The flame was too feeble to be 
photographed. Dr. Bell then turned his at- 
tention to another apparatus, called a pho- 
netograph, in which was stretched a men- 
brane against which a person spoke and 
which carried a little pencil over a smoked 
glass, which made a curved line that could 
easily be photographed. 

lie made many hundreds of tracings, but 
unfortunately they did not correspond with 
the flame pictures before described, and he 
attributed the trouble to the clumsiness of 
the apparatus. He therefore mapped out 
changes in the construction of his phonet- 
ograph, and thought he saw in his drafi a 
rude analogy. to the construction of the 
human ear. Instead of bones actuated by 
a menbrane, as in the ear, he had a lever 
of wood moved by a membrane. He there- 
fore concluded to modify the shape to cor- 
respond with the human ear, and went to 
a distingushed aurist tn Boston, Clarence A. 
Blake, who suggested his experimenting 
with an actual human ear. Dr. Blake got 
an ear and dissected it for Dr. Bell, so as 
to expose the menbrane and the little bones. 
The doctor attached a pencil to the bone 
called the ‘‘malleus,’” moistened the men- 
brane with glycerine and water, and con- 
structed an outer ear. With this beautiful 
tracings were made on the smoked glass. 
The tracings, however, were different from 
what he had before produced, 

While he was engaged upon the above 
line of search at the Institution for the Deaf, 
he was also developing an invention out of 
which he expected to make some money, 
viz., an electrical multiple telegraph, by 
which he could send many messages simul- 
taneously over one wire, Dr. Bell simplified 
this apparatus greatly. He noticed that 
when half a dozen were operating together 
there was a resultant electrical effect, and 
that but one sending magnet was neces- 
sary to produce all the sounds. Further 
consideration convinced him that he could 
not only send any number of musical tones 
Simultaneously, but sounds of any kind. 
His familiarity with the nature-of speech 
had taugh him that the term “quality 9}? 
sound” means really a chord of different 
musical tones having different intensities, 
and he could conceive how a sound of anv 
kind whatever, even words, might be trans- 
mitted, if one of these reeds could be moved 
in fron€ of an electro magnet in the re- 
sultant way in which the air is moved when 
a sound is uttered. His experiments in vi- 
brations had taught him the form of the 
sound waves. The problem was to make 
a mass of steel vibrate in the way the air 
does. The problem was in his mind at the 
time he was making the experiments with 
the human ear, before described. 

The thought suddenly struck him that 
there was a great disproportion in mass be- 
tween the bones of the ear and the mem- 
brane that connected them: that these bones 
were, relatively to the menbrane, very 
heavy and very massive. Why, then, could 
not the piece of iron or steel be moved by 
attaching it to a heavier and stiffer men- 
brane, of the present telephone form. The 
problem was solved. It will thus be seen 
that the telephone was the result of two 
separate lines of thought.

Little Walter Stein Meets a Horrible 
Fate Yesterday. 


BOX OF MATCHES THE CAUSE’ 


Was Playing with Matches and His 
Clothes Caught on Fire. 


HE WAS ONLY TWO YcARS OLD 


Father Is a Soldier at the Barracks. 
The Parents Almost Prostrated 
th Grief. 


Enveloped in a sheet of sweeping flames 
little Walter Steine, two years old, was 
found in a dying condition at noon yester- 
day at his home near Fort MoPherson. 

By the brave efforts of a neighbor, the 
fire was finally extinguished, but not until 
it had accomplished its work of death. 
Life lingered in the horribly distigured 


body until half-past 4 o’clock in the after- 


noon, 

/ All explanation made of the sad death is 
a box of matches, a portion of which were 
ignited. They were found on the front 
porch, where the little fellow was playing, 
the very picture of innocent happiness, only 


a few moments before. 

The parents of the child were not pres- 
ent at the time. The father, C. L. Steine, 
who is a barber in Company G, wae at the 
barracks engageu in some duty, and was 
ignorant of the heart-rending sight that 
awaited him on his return home. 

Mrs. Steine conducts a small 
store just outside the burracks reservation 
and only a short distance from the house. 
She was at her place of business when a 
neighbor rushed in and told her ihe awful 
news. | 
Was Playing Alone. 

It was about 12:3) o'clock that Walter 
went out on the front porch of the little 
Cvitage and began to amuse himself with 
the fata) matches. 

The child was clothed in a ‘ittle calico 
dress. Hs begar striking the matches, and 
finally the fire happened to come in con- 
tact with the skirt of his dress. Imme- 
diately the flames shot in increasing vol- 
umes and with terrible rapidity over his 
entire bcdy. 

The little fellow for a moment was com- 
pletely terrified and ran into the house 
screaming at the top of his voice. Mr. 
McCraw, a plumber by profession, lives 
next door to the Steines, and he happened 
to be sitting in his front room with the 
window open. 

He was attracted by the screams of the 
boy, and noticed a cloud of smoke issuing 
from the Steine cottage. He rushed across 
as quickly as possible and a herrible sight 
met his gaze. 

The little boy was lying on the floor 
completely enveloped in a sheet of fire. 
He was crying piteously and his sufferings 
were something beyond conception. 

McGraw rushed to the piano and pulled 
off the cover. He wrapped the burning 
form closely in the big cloth and in this 
way extinguished the flames. 

The insensible baby was tenderly laid 
on the bed and Dr. Gilbert was hastily sent 
for. 

The physician arrived in a short while 
and tsed evéry means known to the pro- 
fession for’ the relief of the little sufferer. 
For awhile it looked as if the child would 
rally, and the spirits of the anxious watch- 
ers rose, but such was not the case. At 
exactly 4:50 o’clock the baby boy breathed 
his last.

Mrs. Steine takes the loss of her child 
exceedingiy hard and both father ard 
mother are prostrated with grief.

Macon, Ga., August 21.—(Special.)—There 
jg considerable interest here to know if 
Walter B. Hill will accept the nomination 
for senator, conferred on him yesterday 
by the populist convention, of the twenty- 
second district, at Forsyth.

The popu- 
lists unanimously nominated him and then 
adjourned in the hope that Mr. Hill will 
accept under the pressure that will be 
prought to bear upon himt Mr. Hill is 
personally held in the highest esteem in 
Bibb county and wherever known. 

Mr. Hill’s Letter. 

As an evidence of what Mr. Hill thinks 
of men and measures in this state, the 
following letter is submitted, which was 
read by Mr. W. G. Solomon at the open- 
air meeting last night, just before the 
speech delivered by Hen. Seab Wright: 

“Saratoga, N. Y., August 18, 1896.—Dear 
Sir: Had I not been under duty, as chair- 
man of a committee, to submit a report 
to the American Bar Association, I certain- 
ly should have remained in Macon to be 
present at the occasion of Hon. Seaborn 
Wright's speech. Macon will surely ac-

ILESS GREDIT GIVEN 
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Commercial Agencies Show No Revival 
at All in Trade, 


LOANS ARE HARD TO OBTAIN 


— _ 


Collections Are Extremely Slow—Only 
the South Shows Any Business. 
Money Withdrawals Large. 


New York, August 21.—Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say: 

“General trade throughout 
States is practically confined to — staple 
lines. The volume of business is no 
larger. The feature of the week is the in- 
cneased difficulty in making collections 
and the higher rates for mercantile dis- 
counts, Credits are being scanned more 
closely than heretofore and are granted 
less freely. Chicago bankers are slow 
to make loans except to move the crops, 
and Chicago bank deposits are decreas- 
ing. At Buffalo, Pittsburg, Charleston, 
Cincinnati and Galveston mercantile col- 
lections are slower than before. Business 
in South Carolina is retarded by drought, 
and in north Louisiana, Texas, southern 
Arkansas and Mississippi prolonged 
drought ‘has so interfered with business 
in some sections that it amounts to a 
Calamity. 

“The total of business failures in the 
United States is 264 this week, six more 
than last week and seventy-two more than 
in the correspon@.ng week one year ago. 

“Bank clearings throughout the United 
States amount to only $13,000,000 this week, 
almost exactly the same total reported 
for the third week of August, 1894, when 
the volume of trade was very small. Com- 
pared with last week, this week's total 
shows a decrease of 4.2 per cent, and con- 
trasted with the corresponding week one 
year ago the falling off is almost 10 per 
cent. 

“More favorable trade advices 
ceived front Baltimore, where 
is satisfactory, owing to better southern 
purchases, based on the early cotton crop. 
Among southern cities Atlanta !s con- 
spicuous for reporting better trade. South- 
ern and southwestern buyers have appear- 
ed in St. Louis and are buying with mod- 
erate freedom for fall wants. Kansas 
City jobbers report good sales in all hines, 
and that rains have assured large corn 
and fruit crops to Kansas. At St. Paul 
there is a better demand for hardware, 
‘groceries and drugs. 

“The New York stock market is dull and 
speculation is entirely professional. Prices 
rallied somewhat on the decline and became 
dull again with the recovery in rates. The 
g0ld imports announced thus far amount 
to over $2,500,000 and seem to be largely 
‘special transactions.’ ”’ 

What Dun & Co. Say. 

New York, August 21.—R. G. Dun & Co. 
will say tomorrow in their weekly review 
of trade: 

“Failures for the week Jhave been 280 
in the United States, against 222 last year, 
and twenty-seven in Canada, against forty- 
three last year. 

“Political events of the week ‘had no 
definite influence upon business prospects, 
for the phenomenal variations in sterling 
exchange and the beginning of imports 
of gold, although following the great meet- 
ing in Madison Square Garden. on Tues- 
day, may be fairly attributed to the ac- 
cumulating excess of merchandise exports 
Over imports, to which attention has been 
repeatedly called, exports from New York 
for the past two weeks having been 20 
per cent larger, and imports here 21 per 
cent smaller than last year. The rapid 
rfovement of grain, and the unusually 
early marketing of cotton, tend strongly

to aid the banking syndicate which has 
undertaken to regulate foreign exchanges. 

“Withdrawals of money -to the interior 
are rather large, and commercial ioans 
are hard to place, and this difficulty checks 
Many new enterprises and business in many 
departments. Bank clearings are small, 
for the week 15 per cent less than last 
year. Railroad earnings are not as good 
as might be expected for the first half 
of August, exceeding those of last year 
by only 3.4 per cent. 

“The boot and shoe industry ‘is rapidly 
nearing the end of past orders, excepting 
in women’s grain and buff shoes, of which 
there are still orders for some weeks to 
come, while: others are constantly received, 
but in other branches the new business 
is light. Prices are a ghade weaker. 
Leather is weaker with a small demand, 
although restricted supplies have caused 
a shade of advance in some kinds. Hides 
at Chicago averaged more than 3 per cent 
lower for the week again, the fall in the 
past five weeks having averaged about 25 
per cent. 

“The iron and steel manufacture has 
only continued depression to report and 
bessemer pig has sold at $10.40 at Pittsburg, 
while southern No, 1 is offered at prices 
equivalent to $10 at New York, and nearly 
all finished products are being sold below 
the current quotations.

Nothing encourag- 
ing can yet be’said regarding the woolen 
manufacture, and the demand for goods, 
even at recent reductions in prices, is still 
disappointingly small. A heavy auction 
sale of cotton goods brought prices which 
were considered quite encouraging, and 
the current demand is fairly maintained 
although the mills are not inclined to make 
large contracts for the future in view of 
the rise in the raw materia}. In general] 
the working force in the textile branches 
does not appear to have increased.”

SPLIT BY A TREE. 
A Botanical Samson of California 
Cracks a Bowlder. 
From The San Francisco Call. 

The wonderful force of the roots of grow- 
ing tree is demonstrated on a hill in Mill 
Valley, where a laurel has split a huge 
bowlder into three pieces. The tree is 
of the tvpe common in many parts of Cal- 
ifornia, but there are several queer things 
about it end its surroundings. The place 
where the tree grows is a most unusuai 
one for its species, which naturally re- 
quires a considerable moisture. The fact of 
the tree taking rcot in a barren rock is 
also unusual in California on account of the 
long, dry summers, during which young 
sprouts usually per‘sh unless there is conid- 
erable moisture in the soil. 

The exact location cf this botanical cu- 
riositv is a few hundred feet east of the 
trail ‘to the top of Tamalpais. The gen- 
eral appearance of the tree is most un- 
vsual, and undoubtedly it is very old. At 
first glance it looks like an ‘oak, but a 
most unusual one. The upper branches 
are twisted and turned in all directions, 
and a large portion of them are dead. In 
reality the tree looks like those in the 
Dore illustrations ‘of Dante’s Inferno, 

An examination of the tree and its sur- 
roundings show that the bowlder is one 
of the largest stones in the vicinity and 
cannot weigh less than 500 tons. The lo- 
cation of the tree is almost exactly in the 
middle of the stone and about five 
from the end of the split. This rift in 
the rock is about fifteen feet long, aad at 
one end is only a few inches wide. At the 
elid where the tree is it is at least three 
feet. To prove that it was the tree that 
caused the split, there is a crack in one 
of one of the halves of the bowlder showing 
that the force of the growing roots was 
so much that it cracked the rock where it 
could not move it. 

Miss Eastwood, a-botanist of the Acad- 
emy of Sciences, gave as her opinion that 
the strange natural curiosity was the only 
one of its kind in the state. She says that 
in all her studies she has never seen its 
like here, although in localtties where there 
are summer rains the phenomenon is not 
unusual. And yet, even under these condi- 
tions, she never heard of a laurel growing 
as the one in Mill Valley does. 

In Miss Eastwood’s opinion there must 
have been a small rift in the bowlder to 
begin with. Possibly it was tight enough 
to hold water. In the fall of the year the 
seed of the laurel blew into it, and in the 
spring of the year came to life. The walls 
of the rift then acted as sunshades and also 
kept the water from being evaporated to, 
rapidly, so that the young shoot was a!/te 
to struggle through the long summer ».atil 
the winter rains came. Or it may be there 
was an unusually rainy summer thut gave 
the tree its start in life. After the tree 
was a year old it was able to take care 
of itself. and then showed its ingratitude 
to the rock that had protected it.

EMBALMERS TO COME | 


Georgia Undertakers Will Meet in Atlanta 
Wednesday Next. 


TO ORGANIZE AN ASSOCIATION 


Will Endeavor To Improve the Fumi- 
gation Laws—They Will Be in 
Session Two Days. 


Next Wednesday undertakers from all 
over the state will gather here in conven- 
tion for the purpose of organizing what 
will be known as the Georgia Embalmers’ 
Association. The association will have as 
its members almost every embalmer in the 
State, 

The convention to be held here next week 
is the result of a meeting held some time 
ago in Augusta at which a number of prom- 
inent embalmers were present. At this 
meeting a temporary organization Was 
formed. Mr. W. E. Platt was elected tem- 
porary chairman and Mr. W. L. Wilson 
temporary secretary. 

At this meeting the following resolution 
Was adopted: 

‘“‘Resolved, That a meetng of the embalm- 
ers of the state of Georgia be called 
in Atlanta on Wednesday and Thursday, 
August 26th and 27th, for the purpose of 
effecting a permanent organization to be 
known as the Georgia Embalmers’ Associa- 
tion, and that the secretary be instructed 
to notify every embalmer in the state of 
the meeting.’’ 

Secretary Wilson has notified the em- 
balmers of the meeting and the prospects 
for a large attendance are very bight. 
If all who have promised to do so ccme to 
the meeting it will bring together the larg- 
est mumber of embalmers who have ever 
assembled at one time in this state. 

The or-vanization has for its object the 
protection of the undertakers and of the 
public. It protects them both from persons 
who are not duly qualified to perform the 
duties of an undertaker. One of the most 
important questions to be discussed at the 
convention will be the matter of fumiga- 
tion. It is not the intention of the under- 
takers to interfere with the boards of health 
of the different cities, but they desire to 
co-operate with them and help them as 
much as is possible. 

There will be no attempt made to havea 
law passed to make undertakers fumigate 
in the cities where persons have died with 
contagious diseases. This work is done by 
the boards of health, but it is possible thut 
a. law will be passed making undertakers 
fumigate houses outside of city limits. 

The association will be run on the same 
order as the national association, which was 
organized in Pittsburg some time ago. Its 
principal object will be to protest embalm- 
ers from persons who are not qualified to 
do the work of an undertaker. 

The association, after it is formed, will 
endeavor to get the state legislature to 
pass laws requiring all embalmers to pase 
an examination before a board selected for 
that purpose. If those examined prove 
themselves fit for the.work of an em- 
balmer they will be given a license to do 
business and a certificate showing that 
they have passed the required examination. 

Embalmetrs who fail to pass the examina- 
tion will not be allowed to do business in 
the state and their licenses will be taken 
from them until they have studied the 
science of embalming and become qualified 
as embalmers. In this way the .under- 
takers will be protected, as also will the 
public. 

The undertakers who come to Atlanta to 
attend the convention will be entertained in 
grand style by their brother undertakers 
of Atlanta. They are all anxious to form 
the organization and realize that it is to the 
interest of each of them to be organized 
and in that way protect their interests. 

Many of the states have organizations of 
this kind and the undertakers of Georgia 
feel that if it is successful in other states 
they can make it successful in Georgia.

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DEAWN BY A WHALE. 


A Pleasure Boat on the Coast of 
Alaska. 
From ‘he New York Journal. 

Cokonel F. W. Black, who is attached to 
the United States custom house at Sand 
Point, Pop Off island, one of the Shunagin 
group off Alaskan peninsula, has recently 
vir.ited Tacoma. Wash., and while there 
told a marvellous story of a captive whale 
which has been trained to work in harness, 

According to Colonel Black the whale 
Was captured in the spring of 1S4 when a 
calf but eighteen or twenty months old. He 
bas been named Bulshoy, which is an Aleut 
word and signifies immense. When cap- 
tured the calf was about fifteen feet long. 
It has grown since, and is now twenty-five 
feet in length’ and large in proportion. His 
capture cost two natives their lives, and 
three bidarkas, which are boats made of 
walrus hide, were destroyed. 

“One day in the latter part of May, 1894," 
said Colonel Black, ‘‘a school of whales was 
sighted near the land, and soon a score of 
Aleutians were in bidarkas ready to give 
pursuit. The whales were surrounded and 
started to go through the channel between 
the islands of Pop Off and Karovenski. As 
they neared the land several bidarkas 
came around the point of the cape, and 
their sudden appearance frightened the 
school. The whales scattered and started 
in every direction, and three bidarkas were 
destroyed and two natives lost their lives, 

“One old cow made for the westward, ac- 
companied by her calf. In trying to round 
a sand spit she grounded, and as the tide 
was coming in her efforts to free herself 
took her higher upon the shore. The calf 
remained close to her until the natives 
rowed out near, when he darted into Pirate 
Cove bay. This bay was an entrance not 
more than 100 feet wide, although it is 
twenty tathoms deep. Once inside the calf 
was forced to remain there by a wire net 
stretched across the entrance. 

“After the 
enjoyed themselves for several days by 
chasing the calf. As they did not harm him 
he became somewhat used to the presence 
of boats and would allow them to approach 
tolerably close. On the Fourth of July 
John C. Whiley, the storekeeper on the is- 
land, who had furnished the wire net, an- 
nounced that he would properly celebrate 
the day by feeding the whale. 

‘He secured a walrus bladder, filled it 
with milk, and, in company with his native 
servant, rowed out, and they were soon 
alongside Bulshoy. After a deal of coaxing 
the calf was induced to drink some of the 
milk. When thé bladder was empty Whiley 
rowed back to the shore and the whale 
followed. More milk was obtained, and this 
time it required no coaxing to induce the 
calf to drink it. 

“For the next six weeks Whiley and the 
Indian fed the pup twice every day. The 
pup would stick his cunning head out of the 
water close to the landing and look for his 
nurses long before feeding time. It was 
not until the following spring that the 
actual training of Bulshoy began. 

“One day Whiley said that he was going 
to train Bulshoy to work in harness, and 
he and his servant set about it. Kvery 
day they went out and played with the 
animal, which soon regarded them as 
friends and would follow them about like 
a dog. He was fed frequently to keep him 
in a good humor, and he grew fat and lazy. 
On September 20th of last year Bulshop 
was put in harness, and for the first time 
in the history of the world a whale was 
used as motive power for a boat. Whiley 
had made a harness of walrus hide, and it 
was slipped om Bulshoy while he was eat- 
ing. 

“When Whiley started for the shore the 
whale started after him and discovered that 
he was harnessed. Then that whale made 
arumpus. For two days he t@rashed 
around in the bay and refused to come 
when Whiley called him. He could not get 
the harness off, however, and on the third 
day swam alongside the boat and seemed 
to beg for his breakfast. S.nce then he 
has been docile, and Whiley was soon able 
to guide him by means of ropes attached 
to the harness. 

“In October the whale was tried in the 
open sea for the first time, and he dragged 
a big whaling boat to the island of Oonga, 
a distance of sixteen miles, without m shap 
and with seemingly little effort. After be- 
ing driven all last winter up there Woailey 
concluded to bring the animal south, and is 
now on the way, coming by easy stages. He 
will probably be off the Oregor coast some 
time in August or early in September.’’

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Has Cockran Answered Bryan? 

In pleading the cause of his million- 
aire clients, last Tuesday evening, in 
Madison Square Garden, Attorney 
Bourke Cockran, instead of electrifying 
the nation, as his friends predicted, 
merely repeated the stock arguments 
of the single gold standard organs with- 
out bringing to the adornment of his 
effort even so much as a striking eplt- 
gram or a single original metaphor. 

As a contribution to the literature of 
the campaign, the speech is a failure of 
the most pronounced type. Though 
printed in nearly all the newspapers of 
the country, it is absolutely harmless, so 
far as its power to injure the demo- 
cratic cause is concerned, Inspired by 
gold, since Mr. Cockran’s friends do not 
deny that he was engaged as an attor- 
ney by the money power, the influence 
of the speech, however strong it might 
otherwise be, is effectually destroyed. 
The people of this country can be in- 
finenced only by that free, spontaneous 
eloquence which leaps unpurchased from 
the heart of bim who speaks and which 
all the gold in the mints cannot buy. 

In his effort to array the laboring 
men of the country against free coinage, 
Mr. Cockran admits the most important 
proposition which the advocates of that 
principle endeavor to prove. In other 
words, he admits that one of the imme- 
diate effects of. bimetallism will he to 
raise the price of all staple products. 
After conceding this much to the advo- 
eates of free coinage he shrewdly en- 
deavors to make the laboring men in his 
nudience believe that the effect of this 
increase in the price of staples will be 
to decrease the purchasing power of 
the money which they earn. In this 
same connection he laughs at the idea 
Advanced by Mr. Bryan that the same 
policy which increases the value of sta- 
ple products will also increase the 
wages that labor receives. Instead of 
meeting this contention with logic the 
speaker prefers to meet it with ridicule. 
Such is the manner in which the New 
York orator treats this grave argument: 

Now, when we come to find out just 
how Mr. Bryan expects to increase the 
wages of labor, we find ourselves lost in 

a maze of contradiction and in a haze 

of obscure expressions. No man can tell 

how or where or when the wages of the 
workingman are to be increased: but 
any one who examines the scheme can 
see that the inevitable tendency, the in- 
evitable consequence of a debasement in 
the standard of value must be a reduc. 
tion in the rate of wages—and that is 
the consp!racy in which the populist is 
engaged. (Applause.) ‘ 
If Mr. Cockran had studied the issue 
in any other light save that which the 
gold dollar has shed upon his investiga- 
tious it would not be necessary for him 
to display the ignorance which his treat- 
ment of this phase of the question un- 
mistakebly evinces. Though Mr. Cock- 
ran is not a business man in the ordi- 
nary use of that term, he_must know 
that, when money is scafce in the coun:

From the manner in which 
he exalts the gold standard one might 
suppose that it was devised exclusively 
for the benefit of the laboring men 
without consulting the interests of Wall 
street at all. As a matter of fact the 
policy which the New York orator de- 
fends has been nothing more or less than 
a. curse to American labor. In the va- 
rious towns and cities of the United 
States there are no less than 2,500,000 
laboring men out of employment. Even 
in those places where the mills have not 
shut down the wages which the men 
employed receive have been gradually 
reduced. If the gold standard is such 
a godsend to the people of this coun- 
try as Mr. Cockran depicts, how is it 
possible that such a deplorable condi- 
tion af things should exist? 

As a remedy for the present evils Mr. 
Cockran proposes a continuation of the 
enuse which has brought those evils 
about. In other words, be proposes to 
heal the wounds which the gold stand- 
ard has inflicted by applying thereto 
the golden salve of the money power, 
Could anything possibly be more ridicu- 
lous? Of all the arguments which have 
yet been advanced this one is by far the 
most amazingly stupid. It has nothing 
whatever to recommend it even to the 
simplest order of intelligence. 

In his effort to array the laboring men 
of the country aginst the farmer, Mr. 
Cockran makes a serious blunder. What 
is good for the farmer is likewise good 
for every other man who earns his liv- 
ing with the sweat of his brow. When 
the fariner prospers the country pros- 
pers with him and labor of every kind 
is benefited. 

But while the argument of the great 
New York orator is weak throughout 
in no feature is it more .reprehensible 
than in that portion of the speech which 
deals with the two great sections of the 
eountry. In this connection Mr. Cockran 
Says: 

Will vou submit to this scheme be- 
tween the professional farmers who cul- 
tivate the quarrels of their neighbors, 
farmers who labor with their Jaws, pop- 
ulist agitators of the west and the mer- 
ciless slaveholders of the south? (Ap- 
plause.) This is a conspiracy between 
professional farmers who want to pay 
low wages and the unreconciled slave- 
holder who would like to pay no wages 
(applause)—here is the real conspiracy. 

The best reply to such a base appeal 
as this to sectional prejudice and batred 
is to treat it with silent contempt. Such 
an argument can win no votes in this 
section. The effect of such bitterness 
is to drive away from the cause even 
those who may be friendlily§ dis- 
posed. oy 6

Major John N. Edwards, of General 
Shelby’s command, has told the story of 
Buckner’s last venture in the war. After 
the surrender at Appomattox the confed- 
erates west of the Mississippi were very 
well fixed. General E. Kirby Smith com- 
manded the department, and under him 
were Generals John B. Magruder and Si- 
mon B. Buckner. 

When the emergency came Smith weak- 
ened, but his soldiers held meetings pro- 
testing against surrender, They knew that 
Texas was filled with all kinds of supplies 
and war munitions, and they believed that 
whether Jefferson Davis succeeded in reach- 
ing them or not they could still continue 
the struggle. 


A meeting was held at which all the offi- 
cers were present except General Smith. 
General Buckner was the most heroic fig- 
ure at this conference, and he was chosem 
as the leader of the confederates west of 
the Mississippi because he had rank, repu- 
tation, the confidence of the army, and 
that sort of ambition which makes a soldier 
of fortune. 

The plan agreed upon was to fight to the 
last for the confederacy, and then, as a last 
resort to march into Mexico, and side either 
with Maximilian or Juarez. Buckner as- 
sented to the plan with Generals Ehelby, 
Hawthorne, Walker and Preston. 

Then Shelby visited General Smith and 
informed him of the result of the confer- 
ence, 

“What 
Smith, 

“Your withdrawal, the appointment of 
General Buckner as its chief, the concentra- 
fion of the troops upon Brazos river, and 
wer to the knife,”” was the answer. 

General Smith immediately wrote an or- 
der to that effect, and General Buckner 
was placed in command of 50,000 troops, 
with French muskets, French cannon, 
French medicines, French ammunition and 
French gold. At that time the confeder- 
ates in Texas had free intercourse with the 
French in Mexico, and traded cotton with 
them for everything needed by an army.

The deposition of Kirby Smith to make 
room for Buckner was the first act in a 
new revolution, but the second act was 
played before a different audience and in 
another theater. 

As major Edwards puts it, Buckner was 
a soldier handsome enough to have been 
Murat. His uniform was resplendent, Sil- 
ver stars glittered upon his coat, his gold 
lace dazzled the eyes, and his sword was 
as bright as its scabbard, which was the 
brightest in the army. On the streets wo- 
men turned to look at him and hailed him 
as a war god. 

The general was also a poet, like Sir 
Philip Sidney, and his admirers believed 
that he would equal Sidney in war. But 
what was the result of this conference held 
at Marshall, Tex.? 

Before Shelby reached his division, near 
Kaufman, news came that Kirby Smith 
had resuméd command of the army, and 
that a flag of truce boat was ascending 
Red river to Shreveport. This meant sur- 
render, and in another day Smith’s order 
came instructing his troops to give up 
their arms and munitions of war to the 
federals, 


Where was Buckner, then, the new ccm- 
mander, with his pretty uniform, his 
flashing sword, his war songs and his 
handsome Murat face? 

The truth is, his heart fad never been 
in the movement, When the test came he 
collapsed, just as Smith had done. Shelby, 
Preston and others were made of sterner 
stuff. They marched into Mexico and 


made history. 

It will be said that Buckner would have 
fdiled to accomplish anything if he had 
stuck to the Marshall agreement, That is 
not the point. He had plighted his word 
as a soldier to his comrades, and that was 
enough. He woud have been followed by 
50,000 of the best soldiers of the confeder- 
acy at the start, and he would have been 
joined by men from the disbanded armies 
of Lee and Johnston, Then he would have 
found Texas a vast arsenal, stored with 
the best arms and supplies that could be 
obtained from the French in Mexico. Doubt- 
less he could have formed an alliance with 
Maximilian, and with the aid of Bazaine’s 
veteran legions he might have worried the 
federals until better terms would have been 
offered the confederates. 

Once during the war Buckner was in At- 
lanta, Those who saw him then put him 
down as a tin soldier. He was stately, 
handsome and always on dress parade. In 
all essential particulars he was the very 
opnosite of the war-worn heroes with 
whom our people were familiar. 

Perhaps the goldbugs would do well to 
offer the vice presidency to this gold-laced 
holiday hero. He is a sham statesman, as 
well as a sham soldier, and it is a notorious 
fact that his career as governor of Ken- 
tucky destroyed the democratic party in 
that state. 

Simon Bolivar Buckner, the man who sur- 
rendered the first and last armies of the 
confederacy; who failed to keep faith with 
his fellow soldiers, and who destroyed his 
own party when placed at its head, cer- 
tainly has in no stinted quantity those pe- 
culiar virtues which the goldbugs look 
for in a leader!

wR. NEAL EXPLAINS 


tills How the Committee of Forty 
Was Formed. 


WERE TO HANDS-OFF MAiO0R 
Says the Committee Has No Authority 
To Suggest Mr. Collier. 


EyGINEERED BY SOME OF THE CANDIDATES 


Committee of Forty Were Greatly Sur- 
prised To Hear That Their Ticket 
Had Been Amended. 


The emphatic denial by an overwhelming 
majority of the Neal committee of forty 
that the committee had anything to do with 
placing Mri Charles A. Collier at the head 
of the committee of forty ticket, which ap- 
peared in The Coastitution yesterday, cre- 


ated a sensation in political and business 


ojos. 
oe was generally understood that the 
committee of forty held a meeting Thurs- 
day right, at which it was decided to put 
Mr. Collier at the head of the ticket. The 
impression gained circulation that it was 
at a meeting of the committee at which 
Mr. Collier was put at the head of the 
ticket, but it appears that such was not 


the case. 

The committee members, as well as the 
public, were surprised when it became 
known that an addition had been made to 
the ticket, it having been generally under- 
stood that no nomination for mayor would 
be made. In the first meeting held at the 
Imperial theater, which authorized the ap- 
po.ntment of the committee of forty, it was 
stated by Chairman Neal, Mr. W. H. Pat- 
terson, Mr. Frank Potts and others that 
the committee would hands off the mayor- 


alty. 

That urderstanding was crystallized in 
action by the committee and at the several 
meetings of the committee nothing was 
done toward suggesting thg name of a 
candidate for mayor. It was generally 
agreed that the committee ticket should 
not have a candidate for mayor at its head 
and it appeared to many that those who 
put Mr. Collier at the head of the ticket 


did so without authority of the committee 
and in the face of the agreement by the 
committee approved by the mass meeting 
at the theater. When it became known that 
the ticket is being advertised in all of the 
papers with ‘Mr. Collier’s name at the head 
of it as the candidate for mayor there was 
surprise among the members of the com- 
mittee of forty, as shown in the interviews 
published yesterday. 

Who Did It, the Question. 

There was some curiosity as to just who 
acted in the matter and investigation ap- 
pears to place the responsibility on some 
of the candidates on the Neal committee 
ticket and a few of their friends and 
friends of Mr. Collier. So far as Known 
only one member of the committee of 
forty was present when it was decided to 
request the use of: Mr. Collier’s name to 
lead the ticket. That single member is 
Mr. Jacob Haas. 

He says that the meeting was composed 
of some of the Neal committee candidates, 
Messrs. E. C. Peters, I. S. Mitchell, 
jeorge Beauchamp and Dr. L. P. Stephens, 
the latter represented by proxy Mr. George 
Sims, councilman. Who the friends of the 
candidates and of Mr. Collier are who were 
present is not known. Mr. Haas was asked 
but he failed to say. Inquiry among the 
candidates fails to elicit the name of a 
eingle gentleman present except Mr. Haas. 

Mr. Haas does not remember who at- 
tended the mecting. Candidate Curtis says 
that he has forgotten. Candidate Peters 
says that he cannot give the names of 
those present. Candidate Mitchell was not 
seen. Candidate Stephens was not pres- 
ent. The other candidates on the Neal 
ticket were absent from the meting. Chair- 
man J. E. Maddox, of the Collier and Neal 
ticket campaign committee, says that he 
does not know who was present at the 
meeting. Others identified with the move- 
ment disclaim any knowledge of the pro- 
ceedings of the alleged meeting of Tuesday 
night. 

As the matter stands, Mr. Haas and 
five of the candidates are the only gentle- 
men as yet identified with the meeting 
which decided to ask Mr. Collier to allow 
the use of his name us the head of the 
ticket. The name of Mr. Collier was put 
at the head of the Neal ticket in all of 
the papers in which that ticket is advertis- 
ed, and the impression naturally gained 
credence that this action was authorized act 
a meeting of the committee of forty which 
was held Tuesday nigint. The matter was 
the talk of the town yesterday. 

The Committee Movement Recounted. 

In discussing the matter yesterday the 
facts in connection with the committee of 
forty movement were recounted, It was 
recalled that a meeting was called to be 
held at the Imperial theater. At that meet- 
ing Captain Neal was requested to act 
as chairman on*®motion of Mr. W. H. 
Patterson. in taking the chair Captain 
Neal said that he understood that the 
meeting was not called ‘in the interest of 
any faction or party, newer in the interest 
of any candidate for mayor. It was simpiy 
for the purpose of suggesting names of 
men suitable for aldermen and councilmen.” 

Mr. W. H. Patterson, one of the leaders 
in the movement, said that the meeting 
“was not called in the interest of any fac- 
tion.”’ 

“We are here only to consult together as 
to the best means of securing the best 
men for aldermen and councilmen. The 
meeting was not called in the interest of 
any candidate for mayor, and the race tor 
that office will not be considercd,’’ said Mr. 
Patterson, 

In announcing the appointment cof the 
committee of forty, Chairman Neal stated 
to The Constitution: 

“In appointing this committee I have 
endeavored to strip it of every semblance 
of partisanship. I have not considered 
the preference for mayor of a single ap- 
pointee, nor do I know the preterence 
of half a dozen of them. I have consid- 
ered the names of many of our best citi- 
zens for appointment on this committee, 
but learning that they were more or less 
identified with existing factions I have 
substituted others. I have also, in every 
instance, left off the list the name of ev- 
ery one known to me to have a preference 
for any announced or. prospective candidate 
for al4erman and councilman. I hope tfat 
this committee will first consider fitness 
of the candidates they may name, and they 
will not name anyone connected with ary 
faction or who will not hold himself en- 
tirely untrammeled. But two other persons 
have seen this list—one is for Collier for 
mayor, the other for Howell.” 

Captain Neal Reviews the Matter. 

Captain T. B. Neal, chairman of the meet- 
ing held at the Imperial theater, at which 
he was authorized to appoint a committee 
of forty to suggest names of candidates 
for the general council, over which com- 
mittee Captain Neal presided, says that 
the name of Mr. Charles A. Collier was 
placed at the head of the ticket named by 
the committee without authority of the 
committee. 

Captain Neal says that !t was expressly 
agreed, and so stated when the committee 
movement was started, that the mayoraity 
question would not be brought into the 
movement. He says thatat the first meet- 
ing, at which he was authorized t» ap- 
point the committee of forty, it was de- 
clared that the committee should not sug- 
gest the name of a candidate for mayor, 


but would simply suggest names of candi- 
dates for the aldermanic board and the 
counc]. 

Wihen Captain Neal heard that Mr. Col- 
lier had been put at the head of what is 
generally known as the committee of. forty 
ticket he, together with nearly every other 
coe na g committee of forty, was 
* “ sed. € did not understand how Mr. 

oliier’s name could have been added to 
the committee ticket, inasmuch as the com- 
mittee had created that ticket and then 
adjourned without taking actfon on the 
mayoralty question. He says that no meet- 
ing of the committee has since been held, 
and that therefore those who placed Mr. 
Collier at the head of the ticket acted 
without authority. 

Captain Neal says that when the commit- 
tee of forty suggested the names of candi- 
dates for council and the aldermanic board 
it had then performed all of its functions, 
unless & vacancy on the ticket should ‘oc- 
cur. The committee was given authority 
to fill vacancies, and Captain Neal says 
that one vacancy occurred and that it was 
filled by the committee, which ended the 
life of the committee unless another va- 
cancy Should occur, in which case the com- 
m.ttee would then have authority to meet 
again and fill-the vacancy, 

Says the Committee Is Dead. 

Captain Neal was sean yesterday, and in 
speaking of the committee of forty and the 
movement which evolved the committee, 
said: 

“The committee of forty is no more. It 
died with the filling of the vacancy which 
occurred by the resignation of Mr. George 
W. Sciple. Smce the meeting was held, 
when the name of Mr. George Beauchamp 
was placed on the ticket in place of Mr. 
Sciple, there has not been a meeting of the 
committee and no action has been taken 
by it. There is no authority for the com- 
mittee to meet again, and under no circum- 
stances will I, as chairman, call a meeting 
of the committee unless there should be a 
vacancy in the ticket between now and 
election day. By the rule adopted at the 
preliminary meetings it was agreed that 
the committee should have authority to 
suggest the names of candidates for alder- 
men and councilmen only, and that those 
names should be reported to a mass meet- 
ing for approval. The committee met and 
Suggested the names which were reported 
to a@ mass meeting and approved. With 
that the life of the committee expired un- 
less by resignation, death or other cause 
any candidate on the ticket should retire, 
in whica case the authority was delegated 
to the committee to meet again and fill the 
vacancy.”’ 

Would Not Participate. 

“I was not present at the meeting at 
Which Mr, Collier was placed at the head 
of the committee of forty ticket, known 
as the people’s ticket, and Knew nothing 
about it. I would not have participated 
in a movement to place Mr. Colliier or 
anyone else at the head of the ticket, be- 
cause it was understood and so stated at 
the first and other meetings of the com- 
mittee that no candidate for mayor would 
be indorsed or suggested by the committee. 
At the theater meeting it was stated by 
some of those present and myself, as chair- 
man, that the committee of forty would 
not interfere in the mayorally question, 
and that only the names of suitable can- 
didates for council and aldernmfen would 
be suggested. With that agreement clear- 
ly stated and understood the committee 
performed its duty and suggested a ticket 
without interfering in the mayoralty mat- 
ter. The committee of forty was ap- 
pointed without reference to the mayor- 
alty question and the preferences of any 
member of the committee on that question 
Were not considered in the appointment of 
the committee. The issue was one re- 
garded as entirely distinct from the pur- 
poses of the committee movement and, 
therefore, I do not think that the com- 
mittee has the least vestige of authority 
to suggest a candidate for mayor to lead 
the ticket. 

“TI know nothing of a movement to call 
a meeting to officially put Mr. Collier at 
the head of the ticket and would not ecall 
such a meeting if requested to do so for 
the reasons stated. The authority to put 
Mr. Collier at the head of the ticket was 
assumed by those who did it. I do not 
believe, however, that any member of the 
committee assumed to act for the com- 
mittee in putting Mr. Collier at the head 
of the ticket and belleve that what was 
done by a member or members of the 
committee was done by them as _ indi- 
Viduals.”’ 

Mr. Buckmaster Talks. 

Mr. E. Buckmaster, the well-known con- 
ductor of the Southern railway, who is 
a member of the committee of forty from 
the first ward, who was out of the city 
Thursday and could not be seen for an 
interview on the action which placed a 
head to the ticket named by the commit- 
tee, returned yesterday. Like nearly every 
other member ot the committee he ex- 
pressed the greatest surprise when told that 
Mr. Collier had been put at the head of 
the ticket, saying that he knew nothing 
of the movement and that it was unau- 
thorized by the committee as far as Known 
to him. 

Mr. Buckmaster was one oi those who 
partic pated in the selection of the com- 
mittee of forty ticket, and he says that he 
did so with the understanding that the 
mayoralty question would not be interfered 
with. He says that the committee was 
not authorized to suggest the name of a 
candidate for mayor and that no one was 
authorized to put Mr. Collier at the head 
of the ticket. 

Exceeded Their Authority. 

“T know nothing of a meeting at which 
Mr. Collier was put at the head of the 
committee of forty ticket. I have not 
attended any such meeting and shall not 
do so if one should be called. I do not 
think the committee is authorized to place 
the name of a candidate for mayor at the 
head of the ticket. The whole move- 
ment was based on other grounds and 
it was understood that the committee tick- 
et would not bear the name of a candidate 
for mayor. Somebody has evidently ex- 
ceeded their authority in the matter.” 

Mr. Schiff Not There. | 

Mr. Fred Schiff, another member of the 
committee of forty, who could not be seen 
Thursday, said yesterday that he had 
never acted with the committee and would 
not do so. He says that he is not in poli- 
tics and knows nothing of the matter At 
all. He was appointed to represent, in 
part, the first ward. 

What Mr. Johnson Says. 

Mr. Steve R. Johnson, who was a prom- 
inent candidate before the committee of 
forty for councilman from the third ward, 
but who was defeated over the protests of 
the third ward delegation, who voted for 
him nearly forty ballots, says that when he 
agreed to participate in the movement he 
clearly understood that the committee of 
forty could not nominate a candidate for 
mayor. He was told that the mayoralty 
contest wuld not be interfered with in 
any manner. He says that he would never 
have agreed to abide by the action of the 
committee with any other understanding. 

What Mr. Haas Says. 

Mr. Jacob Haas, the only member of the 
committee of forty who was present at 
the meeting which requested Mr. Collier 
to allow the use of his name to head the 
ticket, said yesterday to a Constitution re- 
porter: 

“You ask me by what authority Mr. Col- 
lier was put at the head of the Atlanta 
ticket—‘for peace and progress.’ 

“In the first place. let me say who did 
not do it. The committee of forty did not, 
for the committee has had no meeting since 
Mr. Beauchamp was put in Mr. Sciple’s 
place for councilman in the third ward. 

“Now let me say who did do it. It was 
done at a meeting of the candidates for 
aldermen and council, nominated by the 
committee of forty, and a few other friends. 
Those candidates who have no opposition, 
Messrs. Rice.. Dorsey and Howard, were 
not present. The meeting was held in Tem- 
ple Court and not in the Capital City bank, 
nor in any room controlled by the bank, not 
that it was *mproper to. have heid the meet- 
ing in the bank, but as a matter of fact 
it was not held there. 

“Now, why was it done? Because the 
candidates referred to above unanimously 
agr that it was pest: especially as the 
ticket put out by Mr. Brotherton and the 
A. A.’s had placed the name of Mr. 
Altézt Howell at its head. [ have cin- 
vassed the committee of forty, and while as 
a committee no expression has been xiven, 
yet as individuals thirty-five cut of the 
forty will support Mr. Colifer for mayor.”

REED WILL RESIGN 


The Bronswick Banker Will Follow 
St. John’s Example, 


TO HOLD A CAMPAIGN PURSE 


Elected Chairman of the Populist Na- 


tional Finance Committee. 


NOW HE WILL. MAKE A STAR PLAY 


Pepulists Are Fighting National 
Banks, but Elected a National 
Banker as Their Treasurer. 


The populists are on the point of a star 
play. 

Banker H. W. Reed, president of the 
First National bank of Brunswick, has 
been named chairman of the national 
finance committee of the party. 

The Brunswick banker and Thomas E. 
Watson met in Atlanta by appointment yes- 
terday. Mr. Reed came from Washington, 
where he had been in attendance upen the 
sessions of the national executive commit- 
tee. Mr. Watson, in response to a telegram 
from the banker, came to Atlanta, and the 
two were closeted at the Kimball in con- 
sultation yesterday afternoon. 

Next week Banker H. W. Reed will 
resign from the presidency of his bank. 

The populists are making active war on 
Sewall upon the ground that he is a na- 
tional banker. Mr. Reed has been one of 
the leaders in this attack. He.has been the 
head and front of the populists of south 
Georgia and the financial backbone of the 
party in the state. He has determined to 
give all his time and energy in promoting 
the affairs of the populist party. He will 


i be at the headquarters of the party in 


Washington nearly all of his time, and will 
be the right-han® man of Tom Watson 
during the latter’s trip through the west. 

Mr. Watson has prepared for a tour in 
the west. While Bryan is making his 
trip through the bourroughs of New York, 
Watson will be staking his tent about the 
borders of the western prairie land. On 
September 7th he will speak at the big labor 
rally at Dallas, Tex. 

While Mr. Watson has only one definite 
engagement already in the west, he will 
probably tour several states west of the 
Mississippi and make a thorough canvass 
of that section. 

Mr. Watson’s Visit. 
Watson's trip to Atlanta was made 
purpose of meeting the 
Brunswick banker. He dropped into popu- 
list headquarters during the _  after- 
noon, and was in conference with Chair- 
man ‘John Cunningham and J. L. Sibley 
for some time, 

Mr. Watson had nothing to say for pub- 
lication, 

“I came here,’ he stated, 
a telegram from Mr. Reed. He will ac- 
company me on my western trip. 1 will 
make a frip to Texas and probably other 
States further west. After that I shall re- 
turn to Georgia and enter the state cam. 
paign.’’ 

Cbjects to National Banking System. 

Banker Reed was seen late yesterday af- 
terroon at the Kimball. In response to 
a request for an explanation of his posi- 
tion in regard to the national banks, he 
said: 

“Some people have remarked that it 
was very strange that I, a national banker, 
should be working for the populist party 
when their platform declares against ra- 
tional banks. The people’s party is not 
fighting national bankers, but the national 
banking system. ‘The principal of the thing 
is what they object to, and I object to 
the national banking system, just as much 
as any other populist alive. You may 
think that my banking interests will not 
be subserved if the national banks are 
done away with. I think, on the contrary, 
that if the state banking system was re- 
vived it would not only benefit me person- 
ally, but the entire business of the state. 
My investments, which are now almost en- 
tirely in bank stocks, could be transferred 
to other stocks and they would realize 
much greater profits.’ 

Will Work Hard for Watson. 

Mr. Reed admitted that he expected to 
devote the greater part of his time to cam- 
paign work during the next three months. 
As chairman of the national tinance com- 
mittee of the populist party it will be 
necessary for him to spend the greate 
part of his time in Washington. He is 
thoroughly interested in Watson's success 
and the success of silver. Like William P. 
St. John, the New York banker, he thinks 
that the interest, not only of the masses 
of the people, but the moneyed men and 
bankers themselves will be subserved by 
a double standard and fhe proper recogni- 
tion of silver. 

‘“‘Mr. Sewall must come down,” said Bank- 
er Reed yesterday, “if the race is to be 
easily won. It may be won with both can- 
didates in the field, but it will be hard, 
uphill work. With Sewall off the 
ticket the election of Bryan would be as- 
sured beyond any possibility of doubt. 

The Meeting at Washington. 

“What was done at the meeting of the 
populist national executive committee at 
Washington?’ Mr. Reed was asked. 

“The principal thing,’ he replied, ‘‘was 
the determination agreed upon by the entire 
committee that Watson should be upheid 
and not sacrificed by any state populist 
organization in the union. It has been re- 
ported that several western states 
indorsed Sewall as well as Bryan. Scwall

COFFEE INJURES THE EYES. 


If It Was Not Diluted, It Would 

Cause Blindness. 
want to be blind? Drink coffee. 
Drink lots of it. Drink it with breakfast, 
lunch and dinner, and drink it between 
meals. Drink it When you get up in the 
morning and drink it before you go to bed 
at night. Drink it long and strong, and 
keep it up, and by-and-by you will be 
sightless as the proverbial bat. 

That is witat the goelebrated French 
physician, St Arnaud, says, and there are 
New York doctors who indorse the declara- 
tion, 

Dr. W. KE. Lambert, the distinguished 
eve specialist, who lives at No. 8 West 
Thirty-fifth street, says the effect of the 
excessive use of coffee upon the human 
System is toxic, and persistence in its use 
will affect the optic nerve to the impair- 
ment of the vision to such an extent 
as to lead ultimately to absolute blind- 
ness, 

‘Such final effects are rare in this coun- 
try,’ he said yesterday, “for the simple 
reason there is so much chicory utilized 
in the coffee used by Americans. So that, 
whatever may be said against the adul- 
teration of coffee by chicory, it is very 
valuable on this account. But in Arabia, 
and other eastern countries, where the 
natives drink only unadulterated coffee, 
it is a well-Known fact that this sort of 
blindness is a common thing.” 

Dr. KR. M. Cramer, of No. 115 West 
Thirty-fourth street, says that the ef- 
fect is toxic, that it will induce aneurosis, 
and if the use of pure coffee is continued 
will permanently affect the eyesight. 

“The reason why blindness is as yet 
rare in America, when conrpared to the 
eastern countries, is that the use of cof- 
fee lias only become general during the 
pust twenty or thirty years, while in the 
east the use has been going on for gen- 
erations, and the results have become he- 
reditary. 

“Besides this, little or no coffee is ob- 
tainable in this country which is not 
highly adulterated with chicory, and if 
people knew the beneficial effect that chic- 
ory had upon the system we would not 
hear so much complaint from coffee 
drinkers.,”’ 

Dr. C. W. Norris, the house surgeon at 
the Manhattan eye and ear infirmary, 
Forty-first street nd Park avenue, thinks 
that the use of unadulterated coffee is very 
injurious and will induce conjunctivitis and 
kejtitis. “If its use is then persisted in it 
will result in the permanent impairment of 
the vision and afterwards in blindness. But 
I consider that the injury to the eysight by 
the excessive use of coffee is considerably 
lessened in this country by the adulteration 
of the product by chicory and other in- 
gredients.’’ 

Mr. I.. Alexander, the well-known opti- 
cian, of No. 106 East Twenty-third street, 
considered that the excessive use of coffee 
causes atrophy of the optic nerves. 

“Chicofy in coffee,” he says, "modifies 
the injurious effect, and in my experience, 
covering many years, I have come across 
many cases of fMling eyesight caused by 
the coffee habit.’’ 

It is well known that the Moors are in- 
veterate coffee drinkers, especially the mer- 
chants, who sit in their bazaars and drink 
coffee continually during the day. It has 
been noticed that almost invariably when 
these coffee drinkers reach about the age of 
forty their eyesight begins to fail, and by 
the time they get to be fifty years old they 
become blind. One is forcibly impressed by 
the number of blind men that are seen 
about the streets of the city of Fez, the 
capital of Morocco. It is invariably attrib- 
uted to the excessive use of coffee. This 
opinion has been confirmed by the opinion 
of European physicians living there. 

The noted chieftain, Mohammed Ben Zaed, 
the most powerful vassal of the Moorish 
sulian, is a striking @xample of the effect 
of excessive indulgence in the use of the 
bean. He is fifty-two years old’ When 
he was forty-four his eyesight began to 
fail, and by the time ‘he reached his fiftieth 
year he was uiterly sightless. He visited 
Fez to consult the European physicians 
there. Tney could do nothing for him. 
Then he was advised to visit Madrid and 
consult the famous oculist, Don Manuel 
de Escobedo. 

This expert, though he had gained a wide 
reputation .s a specialist in eve diseases, 
was puzzled with this case, whieh was not 
eanable of pathological solution upon the 
pasis of his past experience. He knew 
that the effect of coffee was of a decidedly 
to a great extent 
tonic, that the excessive use of it would 
severely affect the nervous eystem and 
bring about conjunctivitis and kelititis, but 
in the practice of the various specialists in 
nervous diseases no other effect of coffee 
use was to be found, except in some very 
rare cases, and these were medical curiosi- 
tics. Mohammed Ben Zaed was obliged to 
return home without having received any 
relief.

Filled teeth, crown and bridge work ex- 
humed in various parts of Italy, Greece and 
Kgypt, with ancient instruments, were 
shown in large numbers at the Columbian 
exposition. 

Women detectives or ‘‘spotters,’’ with de- 
cayed teeth, were several years ago em- 
ploved in New York to make cases against 
tooth-drawing barbers, who were practicing 
denistry against the law. 

Under the Mosaic regime the law of an 
eye for an eve, a tooth for a tooth, was 
literally enforced, and the lord high execu- 
tioner numbered the forceps among his of- 
ficial instruments. 

A New York dentist, who puts gold fringes 
to the molars of the four hundred, follows 
his wealthy clientel to Newport during 
the season, where he opens parlors and is 
prepared to fill or extract teeth while his 
patrons wait. 

Electricity in motor form has robbed teeth 
filling of its former terror. The work is 
done in one-fourth of the time. The mallet, 
driven at a high rate of speed, is compara- 
tively painless when compared to the old 
hand and foot treadle process. 

In ancient Egypt the art and practice of 
medicine and surgery were confined to the 
priesthood. Each priest adopted a special- 
ty. Evidences of ancient dentistry revealed 
in the opened tombs indicate that a high 
proficiency had been attained in at least 
one branch of dental art.

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A Man Whose Memory Was -Queerly 
Stimulated. 

Men have been known to leave home for 
a few days, commit some serious crime 
and return, quite oblivious of what they 
had done. Very interesting is the case, 
tke wcommon among sojdiers wihd have 
fought a battle, and who, when it is oyer, 
cannot recall the events for several hours, 
The same thing happens to those who 
have escaped from shipwreck, and to 
aeronauts who have just descended from 
the clouds. This is the temporary loss due 
to strong emotion. Then there are curious 
examples of temporary loss of memory 
owing to fatigue, according to The Bt. 
James Gazette. 

Sir Henry Holland went down a mine in 
the Harz mountains, and suffering from 
fatigue, completely forgot his German, 
and could not remember a word of it 
until he had rest and refreshment after 
ageending. We all experience this in a less 
degree. Sometimes it is an injury which 
causes the blank in the backward gaze. 
An English professor once received a vio- 
lent blow on the head, and at once forgot 
all his Greek, and a musician lost all 
memory of music from the same cause. 
Mr. Whymper, in his book on the Alps, 
tells how he fell over a frightful preci- 
pice, 200 feet high, with the result that 
his past was for @ time wholly blotted 
out of his memory. 

The most singular cases of memory loss 
are in connection with language. It is 
quite common in.our hospitals to see a 
sick German unable to +peak a word of 
the English he had thoroughly mastered, 

A clergyman some time ago lost all 
recollection of words, but he could still 
remember the letters of which they were 
composed, and could express his ideas 
freely by spelling the words. An officer 
suffered from a @light attack of apoplexy, 
and as a result forgot all but a very few 
words. When he tried to speak he merely 
uttered nonsense, but if a book or manu- 
script were handed to him he read it with 
perfect propriety. One of the most extra- 
ordinary of all memory losses is when a 
person forgets howto write with his right 
hand. but still has the power to do so 
with this left hand. . 

When the memory of words is gradually 
lost it invariably progresses in one particu- 
lar order. First the proper nouns, then 
adjectives, and this stege is followed by 
failure of power to recollect events. Very 
many people suffer from the first degree; 
excessive smokers, for instance, it is said, 
sometimes find it difficult to recall proper 
names. Drunkenness js a well-known cause, 
and there is the very curious case of a 
man who misiaid a package while drunk, 
forgot when sober where he put it, and had 
to get drunk again to find if.

Protective Association of America, com- 
posed of jobbers and manufacturers doing 
business in this state, have filed a petition 
with the state railroad commission asking 
that better transportation books be granted 
traveling men, and a hearing has been set 
for Tuesday, September ist. 

The drummers ask for an order tv he 
issued requiring all railroads to grant mile- 
age books good over each line, division or 
branch owned or operated within this siate. 

Another paragraph of the petition asks 
railroads 100 miles or move in

mileage books at 
of 2 cents per mile, the books to con- 
tain coupons for 1,000 miles. The books are 
to be good on all divisions and brarches, 
and the commission is asked to issue an 
order requiring the different roads to place 
these books on sale by their agents and 
deliver them to any person desiring to pur- 
chase this character of transportation. 

The roads of the state are also requesied 
to sell tickets to aby and all persons at 
the flat rate of 2 cents per mile where tre 
line of road owned of operated is 100 or 
more miles in length. 

The reasons given for the request are 
many. One reason is that the present regu- 
lations and requirements are unjust and 
onerous to the traveling men. The petiticn 
States that the present requirements are 
that a purchaser shall buy two books or a 
$0) book, which makes it necessary for 
the purchaser to pay for 1,000 miles of 
transportation a month or more before it ts 
needed and fails to give a lower rate on 
the larger amount as is done by railroads 
iin the north and west. 

[t is urged in supvort of the requests that 
the convenience is considerable to many 
who would purehase such books by pur- 
chasing larger books at one time, which 
would be an advantage to the railroads, as 
they would receive payment in advance. 
It is also urged that if this. was the case, 
and as every citizen of the state receives 
benefit from an equitable rate, the amount 
of travel would be doubled and both the 
State and the roads would be benefited. 

The petition quotes from a letter written 
by the board to the Seaboard Air-Line, tn 
regard to the recent rate war, as follows: 

“It is the same way with those who 
travel. People who go out or come into the 
state pay the cut rate. People who travel 
inside of the state pay the local rate. and 
thus it can readily he seen that Georgia, in 
the matter of freight and passenger rates, 
is being discriminated against. If there is 
to be a cut the board wants to see it uni- 
form so that the local rate will be cut the 
same as the through rates, and for the pro- 
tection of the manufacturers of Georgia 
the letters have been written.” 

As an illustration @f the rates given by 
the roads to those’ going in or out of the 
state, and who travel over their lines but 
once each year as against the business men 
of the state or their agents who not only 
travel constantly, but work steadily to pro- 
mote the interest of and secure business fur 
the railroads themselves, the following 
rates are given: 

From Atlanta to Charleston, S. C., 309 
miles, was $9.25, or $18.50 both wavs. Total 
from Kansas City to Atlanta, Atlanta to 
Charleston and Charleston to Kansas City 
would be $64.75. 

‘But, in fact, the railroads sold the round 
trip, Kansas City to Charleston, for $39.50, 
with privilege to stop at Charleston six 
months, That 1s to say, these roads car- 
ried that western passenger clear across 
Georgia and South Carolina and back for 
nothing per mile and gave him $2.55 to buy 
lunches on the way. 

2. The fare from Chicago to Atlanta is 

$21.40. from Chicago to Jacksonville, Pla., 
$24. This makes the charge for carrying 
the passenger from Atlanta to Jacksonville 
$3.60, or less than 1 cent per mile. But the 
Georgia citizen who wishes to go from At- 
lanta to Jacksonville must pay $10.0, or 
about 200 per cent more. 
_ Instances of this sort might be multiplied 
indefinitely. The hotels of the country. 
recognizing that the traveling man and the 
firm he represents are the regular custo- 
mers, spend large amounts for drayage, 
hacks, ete., and are therefore entitled to 
whatever concessions are made. The tour- 
ist is a man of wealth and leisure, who is 
but an incident of their business, and who 
is therefore expected to pay full rates. He 
is reither a pioneer of commerce nor a 
constant benefactor of the country he 
travels through. If the railroads can af- 
ford to carry him for nothing, or for less 
than for 1 cent per mile, they certainly 
can afford to carry the business man or 
his agent for 2 cents per mile, as well as 
the citizen who lives by his daily toil and 
develops the country through which the 
railroad runs. 

The roads interested have beén notified 
by the commission that the petition would 
be heard on September ist, and they are 
requested to be represented when the mat- 
ter is taken up for consideration. 


LOWER MARBLE RATES WANTED. 


Dealers and Manufacturers Complain 
to the Commission. 

An application signed by all the marble 
dealers in the state has been received by 
the commissfon, asking for the reduction 
in the rate on marble and stone from for- 
eign points. 

The application has been filed with the 
commissioners and the matter will be tak- 
en up for consideration on September Ist. 
The roads have been notified of the com- 
plaint and they will be represented at the 
hearing before the Commissioners at that 
time, 

The complaint 1s made against the rate 
on marble and stone both from the east and 
all foreign markets other than Georgia 
and local points. These rates, the marble 
dealers say, are too high and are working 
a hardship upon the trade. The principal 
reason for the existence of the high rate 
is attributed to the classification and valu- 
ation of the material. The classification 
is as follows: 

‘Marble and granite blocks or slabs, mar- 
ble, slate, granite or Stone, including fur- 
niture marble. dressed, hammered, chis- 
eled or polished, boxed or crated, other 
than tombstoues OF Monuments or parts 
thereof lettered, value limited to 40 cents 
per cubic foot.” 

Furniture marble, Which {s included in 
the valuation and classification, is handled 
very little, as there 1s So much risk in mov- 
ing this grade of marble. No objection 
is found with this class of marble on arc- 
count of the risk. But this same rate is 
said to work a great hardship upon those 
who handle tombstones and monuments, 
for there is less risk, and the shipments, 
in order to protect the shipper, are made 
‘in boxes and crates, lessening to a great 
extent the liability and risk of the rail- 
roads. 

The dealers signing the application state 
that unscrupulous dealers have an oppor- 
tunity under the present rate and classifi- 
cation to ship a piece of monument and 
call it a carriage block, thereby getting a 
nominal rate. Complaint is made against 
the valuation of the marble as much as 
against the rate. It-is asked that the 
roads be requested to give a similar rate

POSTOFFICE OF THE CHINESE. 


Sir Robert Hart Has Been Asked To 
Reorganize It. 
Irom The St. James Gazette. 

The Chinese government—so a recent tele- 
graphic message from Peking informs us-- 
kas requested Sir Robert Hart, of the im- 
perial maritine customs to reorganize the 
pcstal system of the empire. This decision 
affords another proof that China is awak- 
ening at last to a proper consciousness of 
its backward state, and allhlows one to 
indulge in hopes that efforts will soon be 
made in other directions to bring tue 
country more into line with modern prog- 
ress. The Chinese post, as-.it stands, is al- 
tcgether different from anything to be 
found in any other country which pretends 
to civilization. It is in the hands of pri- 
vate individuals. There is a special courier 
service for the conveyance of imperial 
edicts and other official dispatches; but 
this correspods to the corps of queens 
messengers which we have in Great Brit- 
ain, and is altogether distinct f°om the 
postal system. An exception must be made 
also in the case of treaty ports, where the 
diferent rations have their own postoflia@s, 
the various consuls being regurded as the 
postmasters for their several countries, 
They take charge of and transmit com- 
munications intended for foreign countries, 
end they are responsible (with limited re- 
sponsibility) for communications addressed 
to dwellers in the district over which their 
jurisdicticn extends. Foreigners living in 
the interior or away from the treaty 
ports must make their own arrungements 
for transmitting their letters and packages 
to the nearest consul, who will see that 
they are forwarded. Save when a friend 
or neighbor is making a journey to that 
particular place the only course at their 
disposal—assuming that they do not care to 
employ a special messenger—is to intrust 
the matter to a native “letter shop.’’ 

These letter shops are found in great 
numbers in every town of the empire, and 
not even the most’ insignificant village is 
without one or more. In Shanghai alone 
there are something like 200, and rates of 
transmission are kept low by reason of the 
competition. For this same reason the 
shopkeepers are very obliging, and the 
service they afford is under the difficult 
nature of the circumstances singularly 
satisfactory. They cannot afford to risk 
their reputation by bad work, and it says 
much for the system, as it is carried out, 
that those foreigners who are under the 
necessity of availing themselves of it speak 
well of it in regard to security, though 
naturally they do not say much for it in 
the matter of rapid.delivery. The letter 
shop men do not use stamps, but their 
particular “chop’’ or seal is always affixed 
to the envelope or package—for packages 
of a moderate size and weight are carried: 
and they will insure the sender against 
loss* When given in at a “‘letter shop’’ the 
vontents of an envelope are displayed \be- 
fore it is sealed and stamped with the 
“chop” of the shop. Charges for trans- 
mission of valuables are made on a4 per- 
centage of declared value, and, as with 
letters, these differ according to the dis- 
tance to be carried. A receipt is given and 
the shopkeeper then becomes responsible 
either for its safe delivery with unbroken 
seal or for its return to the sender. Owing, 
as we have hinted, to the competition that 
exists in large cities and thickly populated 
districts, this is necessary if the shop- 
keeper hopes to retain his customers. 

In some parts of the empire abou 
two thirds of the expense of trans- 
mission is paid by the sender, the re- 
mainder being collected from the receiver; 
thus the shop is secured against entire 
loss from transient customers. Another 
feature much appreciated by native mer- 
chants is that of Keeping an open account 
with the shop. Charges are entered against 
regular customers and settlements are made 
monthly. In case of loss it is seldom nec- 
essary -to call in the aid of courts, the 
force of competition being sufficient to in- 
sure reasonable settlement. The employes 
of the several shops go from houseto house 
seeking customers. In the northern prov- 
inces, wehre horses are plentiful and 
roads relatively good, the letter car- 
riers commonly use horses or donkeys, 
whieh are supplied at stations about ten 
miles apart. Each messenger carries from 
seventy to eighty pounds of postal matter, 
and travels about five miles an hour. When 
he arrives at a station, a few minutes 
only is allowed to change horses, and he 
is off again until the end of his route is 
reached, when the bag is given to a fresh 
man, who starts. at once, no matter what 
may be the hour of the day or night, and 
regardless of wind, rain, heat or cold, until 
he, too, has completed his service and 
handed the parcel to a third messenger, 
and thus it reaches its destination, For 
short distances, and in all the central and 
southern parts of China, the messenger 
travels on foot at a rapid pace. This ser- 
vice would be liable to highway robber, 
but the robber bands of each district col- 
lect blackmail, and for the sums paid them 
regularly they not only do not molest the 
messengers themselves, but agree to keep 
others from doing so, 

There are two kinds of stamps known 
among dealers as Chinese stamps. The first 
was introduced by Sir Robert Hart (who 
is to reorganize the whole system), and is 
used only in the customs gervice. The other 
is a local Shanghai stamp used by a com- 
pany carrying letters about the city of 
Shanghai and to outposts where there are 
foreign consuls, chiefly on the Yangtze 
river and to the ports of Ningpo and Foo- 
chow in the south; Chefoo, Tientsin and 
Peking in the north, These two systems are 
entirely in the hands of foreigners,

Agent Nicoll Files Suit Against the 
Journal for $9,000. 


THAT SOUND MONEY EDITION 


The Paper Was Suppressed and Now 
a Mr. Nicoll Wants His Profits 
Anyhow. 


That gold standard edition of The Journal 
Won't down. It has bobbed up again, but 
not serenely. 

A dispatch in The Constitution yesterday 
told of the filing of a suit in New York by 
Charles H. Nicoll against The Atlanta 
Journal, growing out of the muchly dis- 
cussed “gold issue’ of that paper, which 
has not yet materialized. No particulars of 
the suit have been received in Atlanta, but 
it is presumed that Mr. Nicoll proposes to 
hold the management of The Journal respon 
sible for the alleged cancellation of the 
contract between them. 

[t is said that Mr. Nicoll to 
furnish the Atlanta paper with gold stand- 
ard literature advertisements which were 
to appear in an extra edition of the paper. 
"ihe Journal Was to receive much per 
page for the matter, and Mr. Nicoll’s profit 
Was to be realized by the sale of the space 
to men. and gold standard advo- 
cates New York. Mr. Nicoll now al- 
leges that he ned disposed of sufhcient 
space in the edition which was suppressed 
to bring him a total of neariv if the 
paper had been printed. Of that amount he 
claims to have paid $1,200 for the space In 
The Journal, the remainder representing 
his profits in the deal 

Now Nicoll comes forward and says that 
The Journal is le to him for the 
full amount which have redounded 
to his benetit had original ccntract 
been carried out. lie s that the can- 
cellation of the contract injured him to the 
extent of $6,057, for the reason that he would 
have collected that amount from the New 
York advertisers who furnished uri.cles for 
the paper. The suit is filed by Nicoll to re- 
him for time and labor spent in 
getting up the advertising matter and to 
make -good the profit which would heve 
accrued to him had not the “sound money’ 
edition been suppressed.

ties as soon as practicable and arrange to 
secure the ties. 

Yesterday Commissioner Nesbitt received 
a letter D. P. Durean, manager of 
larmers’ Alliance exchange of South 
recommending the use of the 
cotton wine tie and asking that many 
farmers of the state as possible be urged 
to adopt the tie in order to break down 
the cotton tie trust recently formed by the

manufacturers. 

The new tie is made of large sized wire. 
One end of the wire into a loop. 
Through this loop the other end is passed. 
The wire is then bent down, twisted under 
the loop and tied in a simple yet effective 
manner. 

Mr. George 
wrote yesterday to Commissioner Nesbitt 
that the new tie Was a in every 
particular. Mr. Truitt says the tie is per- 
fect and a practical test shows the loop 
is not needed. He says that after making 
a thorough test the spiral twist in the wire 
is best. 

Other letters have been received by Com- 
missioner Nesbitt indicating that the new 
tie will be given. a favorable reception by 
the farmers. Both ‘Mr. Truitt and Mr. 
Duncan say they have been most favorably 
impressed with their test of the wire te 
and they urge that it be introduced at once. 
Colonel Nesbitt, in his circular letter, ad- 
vises the farmers to delay the packing of 
their cotton, if necessary, in orcer to se- 
cure the new tie. The wire is said to be 
large enough not to cut its way into the 
bagging, as was at first claimed would be 
the result if they were adopted. 

Colonel Nesbitt’s Letter. 

Commissioner Nesbitt has addressed the 
following letter to the farmers of the south 
in regard to the wire cotton ties; 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 21—To the Farmers 
of Georgia: This Uepartment has been in- 
vestigating the question of substituting 
wire ties for the flat ties heretofore used 
in baling cotton, and I believe now that a 
satisfactory solution of the question has 
been reached. I now urge upon the farm- 
ers of this and the other cotton growing 
states to meet together.in their respective 
counties and devise plans for securing wire 
ties. If necessary delay packing your cot- 
ton for a short time in order that you may 
get the wire ties. 

“The following letters explain the matter. 
The ties used by Mr. George W. Truitt are 
made by the Continental Wire Company, 
Laclede building, St. Louis,- Mo. They 
weigh eighteen pounds to the bundle and 
are offered at 50 cents a bundle (thirty ties) 
on the cars at St. Louis in car load lots or 
60 cents in smaller quantities.

TRIAL OF THE DELKS 


Famous Casé Before the Supreme Court 
in October. 


NEW EVIDENCE DISCLOSED 
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And Attorneys for Defense Will Ask 
for a New Trial--Old Man Takes 
His Confinement Hard.

Taylor Delk and his son, Tom, the famous 
outiaws of Pike county, are still confined 
in the Fulton county jail, awaiting the 
action of the supreme court, which con- 
venes the first part of October. 

Haden & Denson claim they ‘have dls- 
covered new evidence which will establish 
the innocence of Taylor Delk beyond a 
doubt. They will attempt to prove that 
he was not in the house at the time Sheriff 
Guinn was shot, but that he was half a 
mile away. 

Two witnesses will be introduced to es- 
tablish this fact. Both are negroes, and 
reside near the Delk homestead. 

One will swear that the saw Delk in @ 
field about a half mile from the house at 
the time the shooting was going on, The 
other will state that Delk was at his 
(the negro’s) honte and tried to borrow a 
cOat at the exact time the sheriff was 
shot. 

The defense will also attempt to show 
that the witness who swore on the first 
trial that he saw Delk go out of the house 
after the deadly bullet was fired is un- 
reliable, and that he has to!d several dif- 
ferent tales about the affair, which dif- 
fered so materially as to fender his whole 
testimony incredible. 

Tom Lanford’s Confession. 

The defense will also attempt to prove 
that Delk is innocent from the confession 
of Tom Lanford, who was in the house 
with Tom Delk at the time of the shoot- 
ing. About an’ hour after Sheriff Guinn 
had been killed Lanford and young Delk 
slipped out of the house and went across 
the country, arriving at a certain place, 
fourieen miles away, at 4 o'clock the next 
morning.

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& Rough Character Who Was Worth 
$7,000,000. 


mcre familiar to the miner 
west, and few more so to the capitalist, 
than that of Diamond Joe Reynolds. ail 
sorts of stories have been circulated adout 
tus life, how he got his name, and when 
and where he died. Some are true, cthers 
fiction. We were ail gathered about the 
board of a miner’s table at Cripple creek, 
Col., says a writer in The Philadelp "a 
Times, when the following narratives were 
told by Dr. Sydney R. Bartlett, the mine 
expert, who had been a roommate at Har- 
vird with Blake Reynolas, the only son 
of the famous “Joe.” 

The doctor was also an 
employ of Reynolds, and played 
portant aid grewsome part at the titre 
the old man’s deatn. Colorado mines and 
ores were discussed, and then the conversa- 
tion turned on Arizona, when the ‘“‘Con- 
gress"" mine was spoken of, and with 
former owner, Diamond Joe. “He was the 
Sharpest man on a bargain, and withal 
the most generous man, I’ve ever known,” 
the doctor. “‘He was lawme—hip dts- 
which was brought on when was 
a boy. It illustrated the stuff he was 
made of. He had a jack-knif‘, and in 
drinking at an air ‘hole in the ice it slip- 
ped through. Reynolds went to his house, 
rot an ax and chopped a hole in the ice 
large enough te admit his body and dove 
in, secured his knife, and caught a cold 
resulting in a disease which lamed him for 
life.

Both lines were 
kown as the ‘Joe steamers,’ and all bales 
and gocds were marked via Joe line. The 
confounding of the two resulted in Rey- 
nolds drawing a diamond around the 
Joe on all goods shipped, and thereafter 
he was Diamond Joe, and in no way did 
the appellation come from the fact that 
he had a fondness tor wearing the pre- 
cious stone. 

‘‘As a plunger the old man has had few 
cauals. One of the greatest was the Del 
Pasco mine, in Arizona, but Its turning out 
badly only strengthened this determination 
to secure a world-beater, and it was about 
this time he set his heart on the Congress 
mine, which even today is one of Arizona’s 
greatest producers.

race, 1 will ask my friends, both democrats 
and populists, to support me in preference 
to him and thereby indorse my actions in 
the legislature for reform in state affairs. 
“CHARLES I. BRANAN.” 

Mr. Cobb was seen last night in regard 
to Mr. Branan’s telegram. He said that 
it did not affect his position in the slight- 
est. He has not withdrawn from the race 
for congress and does not intend to do so, 
unless the populist congressional .conven- 
tion, which is to meet in this city next 
Thursday, should put out another candi- 
date, in which case he will withdraw. 

He says that he is not seeking an in- 
dorsement from the populists and will not 
work to secure it, but without it he will 
not contfnue in the race against Living- 
ston. He intends to rest on his oars after 
making his speech today in Covington from 
the same platform from which Mr. Watson 
will deliver an address. 

In that speeoh Mr. Cobb will state his 
position and explain the platform on which 
be asks the support of the voters of the 
district. 

His platform has been a subject of much 
speculation. Until last night he had not 
announced his position further than to 
state that he was for Watson in prefer- 
ence to Arthur Sewall for vice president. 
To The Constitution Mr. Cobb last night 
announced his position for the first time. 
Here it is: 

“I stand flat-footed on every plank of 
the populist platform as adopted by tiie 
national democracy at Chicago.’’ 

With that sentence he will open his 
speech today at Covington. That in brief 
expresses his positfon. He will dilate and 
expand that sentence in an elaborate and 
exhaustive speech, elucidating its meaning 
and defining his position so that there can 
be no doubt as to where he stands. He 
wil treat the platform exhaustively, but 
through it all he will insist that he stands 
“flat-footed on every plank of the populist 
platform as adopted by the national de- 
mocracy at Chicago.’’ 

Cobb Has Not Withdrawn. 

It was reported about town yesterday 
that Cobb had withdrawn from the race. 
This was emphatically denied by Mr. Cobb. 

“I am still a candidate,” he said, “‘but if 
I do not receive the indorsement of the 
populist party at their congressional con- 
vention I withdraw from the

Mr. Cobb was asked about his visit to 
Mr. Watson in Thomson, the home of the 
populist leader.

One of the leading Italians of New York, 
Hon. James P, Tossini, states in a recent 
interview with a staff correspondent of 
The Brooklyn Citizen that the New York

Touching upon the visit of Lord Chief Jus- 
tice Russell, of England, who is now in 
this country as the guest of the American 
Bar Association, a writer in The Chicago 
Times-Herald recalls the generous treat- 
ment which England in times past has ac- 
corded to distinguished American visitors. 
Says the writer in question: 

“Our first chief justice, John Jay, was 
appointed by Washington envoy extraor- 
dinary in 1794 to proceed to London for the 
purpose of making a treaty with Great 
Britain concerning matters that had been 
passed over or omitted in the treaty of 
peace of 1783. The result of this mission 
Was the treaty of comity and commerce 
known in our history as Jay’s treaty, the 
centennial anniversay of which was cele- 
brated in New York city last June. Jay 
remained in England over a year, and was 
treated with great consideratéon by all 
classes of people. Even George III was 
gracious to him, though he gave but scant 
courtesy to Americans as a rule. William 
Pitt, the prime minister, received him on 
friendly terms, ‘while Lord Grenville, the 
foreign secretary, w.th whom the negotia- 
tions were conducted, soon learned to re- 
spect and admire his intellectual power and 
simplicity of character. 

“But it was with Edmund Burke, Sir Wil- 
liam Scott, the great admiralty jurist, and 
Lord Loughborough, lord high ehancellor, 
that Jay loved best to associate, while he 
won the regard and friendship of William 
Wilberforce, Sir John Sinclair, Jeremy 
Bentham, Henry Dumas, afterwards Vis- 
count Melville, and Dugald Stewart. With 
some of these he afterwards. maintained a 
friendly correspondence. 

“It is not mentioned that he visited West- 
minster hail to witness the administration 
of the English common law in its chosen 
seat,but his friendship with Lord Loughbor- 
ough indicates that he must have attended 
occasionally the high court of chancery. 
In company with the lord chancellor he 
witnessed that ceremony of ancient institu- 
tion called the ‘trial of the pyx,’ that takes 
place annually at the English mint. This 
is the testing of the standard of gold and 
silver coins, and is so called from the ‘pyx,’ 
or chest in wnich the coins to be examined 
are Kept.

conclusion of the treaty Jay 
number of months longer 
in London enjoving many social 
functions. He returned to find himself 
elected governor of New York. To accept 
this station. he resigned the chief justice- 
ship. Jay was succeeded oh the beneh first 
by John Rutledge, of South Crolina, whom 
senate refused to confirm, and then 
by Oliver Ellsworth. 

‘In 1729 John Adams appointed Chief Jus- 
tice Ellsworth, William Vans Murray and 
Governor William R. Davies, of North 
Carolina, as envoys extraordinary and min- 
isters plenipotentiary to the French repub- 
lic, with full powers to discuss and settle 
by a treaty all controversies between the 
United States and France. It will be re- 
membered that we were then almost at 
war with France. The envoys sailed in 
November, 1799, passed through Spain, and 
after many delays reached Par’s the follow- 
ing March, A treaty, or convention, having 
been finally arranged, Ellsworth determined 
to visit Engiand before returning home. 
On ‘his arrival in London in the autumn of 
1800 he became an object of marked atten- 
tion. His reputation as a statesman and as 
the chief justice of the United States had 
preceded him, and he was: received in the 
most distinguished manner by the leading 
public men, as well as by the bench and bar 

‘his reception in Westminster hall was 
particularly gratifying, and his simple, but 
dignined, manner won him great regard 
from the lawyers. Lord Chief Justice Ken- 
yon invited him to a seat on the bench and 
he was present at a trial imwhich the coun- 
sel were Erskine, famed for his eloquence; 
Law, afterwards Lord Kllenborough: Gar- 
row, thee most celebrated of cross-exa min- 
ers, and John Scott, subsequently Lord 
Kidon, 

“Many actentions were bestowed nnon the 
American, and the bar was curious to know 
from him how the common law stood trans- 
pianting. Tne American republic was an 
unknown land to the English people gener- 
ally, and its inhabitants were supposed to 
be a cross between the Englich and the In- 
dians, This mixture of two distinct races 
led to a number of amusing misconceptions 
on the part of some of the English lawyers, 
who were curious to know how the law of 
descent operated under such c'rcumstances. 
‘Pray, Mr. Chief Justice,’ inquired Garrow 
of him, ‘in what cases do the half-blood in 
America take by descent?’ Ellsworth was 
at some pains to make them wnderstand 
that there was no mixture of Indian blood 
in the American peopic, <n “hat TLey were 
full-blooded Europeans by descent. While 
still in Eneland Ellsworth forwarded to 
President Adams his resignation of the chief 
jvsticeshin. Soon afterwards he returned #o 
h*s native land.

A QUESTION RAISED 


Ny 


Must Winning Electors Receive Majority 
of All the Votes Cast ? 


THE LAW ON THE SUBSECT 


The Statute Does Not Appear To Be 
Explicit, 


ELECTION MAY FALL TO THE LESISLATURE 


A Rendering of the Law Will Be Nec- 
essary in Case the Vote Cast 
Causes Doubt.

Is a majority vote necessary to give the 
electoral vote of Georgia to any candidate/ 
for president or vice president? 

The existence of three electoral tickets 
in the field has brought this question to the 
front and it is now being asked with much 
concern by politicians of all shades of be- 
lief. 

It appears from the law on the subject, 
all of which is given below, that the suc- 
cessful ticket must receive a majority of 
all the votes cast. 

The question on this point was raised last 
week at the democratic campaign head- 
quarters and has been fully investigated 
by the politicians. What bearing this law 
will have upon the result of the presi- 
dential election in Georgia each man must 
figure out for himself. 

Heretofore the question has never been 
raised in Georgia, nor in any other state. 
In New York in 1884, when Cleveland de- 
feated Blaine by about 1,200 votes, he did 
not have a majority of the vote of the 
state, as there was a heavy scattering vote 
for other candidates, and such was not 
necessary in ‘New York, nor is it in any 


other state. 

The question arises now is @ majority 
vote necessary in Georgia? It will be seen 
from reading the law that it does not Say 
a majority ‘‘of the whole vote cast.’ Does 
if refer, therefore, to the majority of the 
highest man over the man next below him, 
which would in effect be a plurality, or 
does it refer to a majority of the total 
vote cast? When this is meant it is gen- 
erally so stated in law. In this instance it 


is not. 

Heretofore it has never been necessary to 
invoke this law in Georgia, as the demo- 
cratic electors have always received a ma- 
jority of the total vote cast. This year they 
probably will not, although there is no 
question of their receiving a plurality, But 
if a plurality vote does not suffice under 
the law then Georgia’s electoral vote must 
be settled by the legislature. Of course 
this depends upon the construction of the 
law and over this the question has been 
raised. 

All the law bearing on the subject is pre- 
sented below. It was carefully compiled 
by a prominent Atlanta lawyer: 

Code of Georgia—‘‘Section 1311. On Tues- 
dav after the first Monday in November, 
1868, and every fourth year thereatter, 
until altered by act of. congress, there 
shall be an election for electors of prest- 
dent and vice president of the United 
States, 

“Section 1312. On the twentieth day af- 
ter said election shall have taken place, 
it is the duty of the governor to consoli- 
date the several returns and immediately 
notify those @ersons of their election who 
have received a vote amounting to a ma- 
jority, and to require their attendance at 
the capitol on the last Monday Letore the 
first Wednesday in December thereafter 
to cast the vote of the state on the Wecdnes- 
day following at 12 o'clock m.” 

This is based upon the revised statutes 
of the United States, sections 131-2-d-d-v. 
The revised statutes of the United States, 
in making provisions for the election of 
presidential electors, co not provide whether 
a majority or a plurality is requisite, but 
use the following language: 

“Section 131. HMxcept in case of 
dential election prior to the ordinary pe- 
riod. as specified in sections 14i to i144, in- 
clusive, when the offices of president ard 
vice president both become vat ant, the 
electors of president and vice president 
shall be appointed, in each state, on the 
Tuesday next after the first Monday in 
November in every fourth year succesding 
every election of a president and vice 
Weoaten 132. The number of electors shall 
be equal to the number of senators ena 
representatives te which the several states 
are by law entitled at the time when the 
president and vice president to be chosen 
come into office: except, that where no 
apportionment of representatives has heen 
made after any enumeration, al -he t me 
o; choosing electors, the number of elec- 
tors shall be according to the then exist- 
ing apporticnment of senators and repre- 
sentatives. 
a ed 132. Each state may, by law, 
provide for the filling of any vacancies 
which may occur in its college of electors, 
when such college meets to give its electoral 
vote. 

“Section 134. Whenever any 
held an election for the purpose of choos- 
ing electors, and has failed to make a 
choice on the day prescribed by law, the 
electors may be appointed on a subsequent 
such a manner as the legislature 
of such state may direct. 

“Section 135. The electors for each state 
shall meet and give their report upon the 
first Wednesday in December in the year 
in which they are appointed, at such place, 
in each state, as the legislature of such 
state shall direct.”’ a 

The congress, on February 3, 185:, and Oc- 
tober 19, 1888, changed the above provisions 
of the revised statuies by providing that 
the electors of each state shall meet and 
give their votes on the second Monday in 
January next following theiz appointment, 
at such place in each state as the legisla- 
ture of such state shal! direct; and by 
providing that all acts and preceedings of 
said electors and other officer of this state 
relating to the electoral votes thereof, shall 
conform to said acts of congress. The acts 
of congress referred to in section two use 
the following language: 

“Section 2. That if any state shall have 
provided by laws enacted prior to the day 
fixed for the appointment of the electors 
for its final determination of any contro- 
versy or contest concerning the appofit- 
ment of all or any of the electors of such 
state, by judicial or other methods or: pro- 
cedures, and such determination shail have 
heen made at least six days before the time 
fixed for the meeting of the electors, such 
determination made pusuant to such law 
so existing on said day and made at least 
six days prior to the said time of meeting 
of the electors, shall be conclusive, and

of votes given or cast for each person for 
whose appointment any and all vutes have 
been given or cast; 

“And it shall also thereupon be the duty 
of the executive of each state to deliver 
to the electors of such state, on or before 
the day on which they are required, by 
the preceding section, to meet the same cer- 
tificate, in triplicate, under the seal of the 
state; 

‘‘And such certificate shall be inclosed and 
transmitted by the electors at the same time 
and in the same manner as is provided by 
law for transmitting by such electors, to the 
Seat of government the lists of all persons 
voted for as president and of all persons 
voted for as vice president,” ete, 

The Georgia legislature in 1888 amended 
the code so as to conform to the revised 
statutes of the United Btates (acts of con- 
gress approved February 3, 1887, and Oc- 
tober 19, 1888) by changing date to “second 
Monday in January next following their ap- 
pointment,”’ instead of December, and by 
requiring that all acts and proceedings of 
said electors and other officers of this state 
relating to the electoral votes thereof, shall 
conform to said acts of congress, (See 
Georgia laws of 1888, page 33).
